FRAUDS AND STRAW BONDS 


Rieti 
JAMES B. COLGROVE’S STAR ROUTE 
RECORD. 

THE GOVERNMENT NEARLY READY TO PRE- 
SENT THE EVIDENCE OF HIS WRONG DO- 
INGS TO THE GRAND JURY. 

Wasnineton, Jan. 3.—The Government 
will, within a few days, lay evidence before 
the Grand Jury in the case of James B. Col- 
grove, star reute contractor. Colgrove’s pe- 
culiar service, his worthless bonds, and his re- 
lations to officers of the Post Office Depart- 
ment have been fully exposed both in THE TIMES 
and in reports made by Government agents 
employed in the investigation. He is said to 
have been originally a clergyman, and he was 
the intimate friend ef John L. French, Brady’s 
chief clerk, who was dismissed by Mr. James. 

His name appears as that of a contractor in 

the four years’ term from 1874 to 1878, but he 

was most prominent in the following term, 

1878 to 1882. The report made by Mr. Gibson to 

the Attorney-General shows that out of a list 

of 419 routes, the pay upon which had been 

Increased during that term, Colgrove held 71. 

The original annual pay for these was $25,502, 

and it was increased to $42,761. Colgrovealso 

hada much larger number of small routes, upon 


which the pay had not been increased. Most 
of these he had sublet at a small profit, The 
field in which he was most successful, however, 
was that of temporary service, awarded with- 
put competition at enormous prices. In the 
term from 1878 to 1882 he was given 438 tempo- 
rary contracts, the total annual pay for which 
was $80,370. In this line of business he was sur- 
pemee only by A. H. Brown, with whom 
harles Andrews was sometimes associated. 
There was no necessity for raising the pay on 
these temporary contracts, fer it had been 
raised at the original letting. When‘ this tem- 
porary service was afterward opened to com- 
ition it was taken for about one-third of the 
mporary price. 
An example of Colgrove’s service was given 
In Tae Trmes of May 23, 1881. The route ex- 
tended from Georgetown to Kokomo, Col. 
James Stevenson, of Omaha, was carrying the 
mails six months in the year for $1,040 annu- 
ally. He built roads and told the department 
that he could carry the mails also 
in the Wister months of each year 
it wired to do so. He _ asked 
the clerk in char to inform him 
if the ent should decide to have the 
mails carried in Winter, and the clerk, Wil- 
liam H. Turner, agreed todo so. Stevenson 
went on with his work, and the department, 
without asking him to continue in the Winter, 
or giving him any notice, awarded the Winter 
tervice, without competition, to Colgrove, the 
thief clerk’s eee ~— at the Ay sae sae 
dinary of $14,760. rner says when 
be a os what French had done he - 
pared a letter te Stevenson, giving him 
notice, and French refused to sign it. 
The service was ,afterward let, under 
rompetition, for $3,7f0 annum. ‘This is an 
exemple of Colgrove’s temporary service. 
Under one advertis»ment Colgrove secured 150 
routes, and his sureties were four men in Mis- 
souri, who were bondsmen for him on other 
contracts. He wrote to French, then acting in 
Brady’s place, asking him to send a letter to 
Postmaster Ainger, of this city, recently re- 
moved, so that his missouri bondsmen could 
be certified here by him. French did so, high- 
ly recommending the Missouri bondsmen, and, 
solely u French's letter, Ainger approved 
the bon Co! ve wrote that he desired the 
pence to avoid delay and expense in going to 
uri. The department inspectors discov- 
ered last year that his reai reason was the re- 
fusal of the local Postmaster in Missouri to 
aporove the bonds. The Inspectors say: ‘‘It 
was easier to procure approval in Washington, 
where his misrepresentations passed unchal- 
lenged, than in the little village where the 
irresponsibility of the proposed securities could 
no be imposed upon a watchful Post- 
master.” These, according to the Inspectors, 
‘were some of the worthless sureties approved 
by Ainger. 

The route from Gainesville to Tampa, Fla., 
was let fora term beginning July 1, 1880, to 
Alvin O. Buck for #7,497 per annum. There 
were nine bidders, the bids ranging up to $19,- 
500, andthe Inspectors say that six of them 
were in combination. Among the bidders 
were Chase Andrews, A. H. Brown, and A. E. 
Boone. Buck’s bonds were worthless. His 
bondsmen were W. S. Barringer and S. N. 
Bost. + pray confessed his perjury, and 
admitted that he was paid $22 forit. Hoyt 
was also surety on the Dorsey contracts 
with DeWitt Clinton Wheeler. The Inspect- 
ors say that his bonds were without value. 
Buck failed, and the department paia for tem- 
porary service at the rate of $16,450 per an- 
num. Boone refused to take the route at his 
bid of $9,749, but offered to do the work for 
£15,200. All the bidders whose bids had been 
below that sum failea to respond, and Col- 
grove put in an offer at $14,690. The Inspect- 
ors say that Boone controlled this by an offer 
at $12,990, made through a man named Callan, 
which was afterward withdrawn, so that Col- 
grove got the route, by French’s order, on 
what the Inspectors say was a fraudulently ex- 
scuted bond, with worthless sureties, which 
were approved by Ainger. Buck’s failvre 
cost the Government $26,374, which of course 
was not collected. The complete history of 
this transaction would reveal a great many 
facts about the ways of members of the ring,

OLMSTEAD’S NOMINATION. 

THE NOMINEE HEARD IN HIS OWN BEHALF 
—HIS SUPPORTERS AND THEIR WISHES. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—The Senate sub- 

committee, consisting of Mr. Rollins and Mr. 

Gorman, to whom the nomination of John F. 

Olmstead to be District Commissioner was re- 

ferred, beard Mr. Olmstead to-day in his own 

behalf. They will meet again to-morrow, and 
probably report at that time to the full com- 
mittee. It now appears that a strong effort 
was made by men of both parties to induce the 

President to nominate Commissioner Morgan 

for reappointment, THE TimEs’s correspond- 

ent was told to-day that the 15 members of the 

House Appropriations Committee, irrespective 

of party, signed a request that be should be re- 

appointed, and that many of the prominent 
men of the District, including Mr. Corcoran 
and Mr. Riggs, joined in the recommendation. 

Persons who are acquainted with the history 
of the Washington Market Company, seem to 
take especial interest in Mr. Olmstead’s nomi- 
nation. They say that the company obtained 
the site of the Central Market without price. 
the only condition being that the company 
should pay $25,000 each year to the Dis- 
trict for the benefit of the poor. After- 
ward they were unwilling to pay more 
than $7,500 per annum, and when the 
Commissioners received this sum, they 
gave receipts showing that it was paidon ac- 
count. At last the matter got into the courts. 
It is said that the company recently expressed 
a desire to compromise by a payment of $10,- 
000 per annum, and that one of the present 
commissioners is in favor of accepting such a 
compromise. The market occupies a noble site 
on the south side of Pennsvlvania-avenue, be- 
tween Seventh and Ninth streets. The market 
company held an annual meeting the other 
day at which a dividend was declared. 
Among the Directers elected were William E. 
Chandler, Secretary of the Navy: N. G. Ord- 
way, of Dakota; Jacob H. Ela, Sixth Auditor, 
and Hallet Kilbourn, formerly Mr. Olmstead’s 
partner in the real estate pool. The market 
company very naturally desire thata major- 
ity of the Commissioners should favor a com- 
promise. 

The friends of Mr. Olmstead published here 
to-day the names of those who recommended 
to the President his nomination, Among these 
are Mr. Blaine, Robert C. Schenck, Justice 
Miller, and Senators Voorhees, Kellogg, Ma- 
hone, Miller, of California; Sewell, Conger, 
Ferry, Frye, Hill, and Jones, of Nevada; 18 
or 20 Representatives, and a number of news- 
paper correspondents, It is noticed that 
among these correspondents are several whose 
newspapers have vigorously and_ persistently 
capneed 4 Otmstead’s confirmation. Great ef- 
forts were made to secure the names of some 
of these correspondents. It is said that the 
Democratic Senators, with one or two excep- 
tions, will vote against confirmation, and that 
several Republicans will do the same.

CAUGHT BY A DECOY. 

Sr. Lovis, Jan. 3.—B. Falkenheimer, rail- 
way postal clerk, engaged in the transfer service at 
the Union Depot, was arrested this morning at his 
post, by Special Avent George A. Dice, directed by 
Gen. Edgerton, Chief Inspector of this district.

MECHANICSVILLE, N. J., Jan. 3,—Aaron 
Gleeson and Jasper Coombs, two young mer from 
Cassville, after a spree extending over Sunday and 
New Year’s Day, attended a dance at the Powhat- 
tan Tavern on New Year's uight, and there had 


some warm words about a young woman who had 
accepted the attentions of Coombs, which finally 
terminated in Coombs striking Gleeson in the 
dance-room. The lights were then extinguished, 
and the dance exded after both men were ejected. 
An hour or so later, as Coombs was leaving the 
bar-room of the tavern, he encountered Gleeson 
and the quarrel was resumed. Mad with envy and 
smarting under the blow given him by Coombs, 
Gleeson secured a pitchfork, and, meeting his rival 
again. he plunged the three sharp-pointed prongs 
of the vitch-fork into Coombs’s stomach, inflicting 
a terrible wound. The doctors say it is impossible 
for Coombs to recover. The constables are look- 
ing tor Gleeson, who fled immediately after as- 
saulting Coombs.

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MEN HUNGRY FOR OFFICE 
ias.nieaalpioninac 
LONGING EYES CAST UPON PO- 
SITIONS AND COMMITTEES. 
DEMOCRATIC STATESMEN AND LEGISLATORS 
BESIEGING THE GOVERNOR AND SPEAKER 
—GO8SiIP ABOUT THE COMMITTEES. 
ALBANY, Jan. 3.—The members of the 
Legislature generally having,deserted Albany, 
the office-seekers have moved upon the city, 
They are met on every corner and are to be 
found in every corridor of the New Capitol, 
peering into the offices, poking around among 
the employes, and cross-examining the order- 
lies upon their duties, salaries, and other de- 
tails of their positions. When the orderlies, 
as those gentlemen in uniforms are 
styled who man the elevators and open 
and close the heavy Capitol doors, received 
their pay yesterday, a mysterious stranger sat 
by and took voluminous notes. Only about 


40 of these employes are on the pay-rolls at 
the present time. During the last session a 
committee, of which Farmer Brooks was a 
member, discovered that about 60 orderlies 
were on duty. The number was declared 
to altogether too large, and some 
of the Democrats were unkind enough 
to declare that they could not turn around in 
the vast building without stumbling over an 
orderly. Of course, this will al) be remedied 
now that the era of Democratic reform and re- 
trenchment has setin. There is a belief, how- 
ever, that the stranger who watched the sign- 
ing of yesterday’s pay-rolls and plied eavh 
man with the question, ‘‘ Who used his influ- 
ence to get you this position?’ had motives 
other than those actuated by a desire to re- 
duce expenditures. 

Gov. Cleveland has been overrun with vis- 
itors all day long, the majority of them office- 
seekers. He listens gravely to what they may 
say, and their names, certificates of character, 
and applications are carefully filed away for 
future reference. He has given no sign yet as 
to whom he will appoint for the more impor- 
tant offices of Railroad Commissioners and 
department Superintendents, Assembly Clerk 
Bunn bas not yet sifted out his assist- 
ants from the applications that have 
reached him by the hundred. Speaker 
Chapin has madea solitary appointment—that 
to fill the minor office of Speaker’s Messenger 
—which he to-day bestowed upon David J. 
Hamberger, who has filled the position for the 
last four years. He too has done a grest deal 
of listening to applicants for offices and posi- 
tions on committees. Col. Murphy and Mr. 
“Tim”? Campbell, of New-York, have both 
held long interviews with him and encdeavorea 
to impress him with the necessity of giving 
them Chairmanships of important commit- 
tees. They are not cheerful, notwithstanding 
they have been allowed to advise him to their 
heart’s content. Nothing but speculation can 
be indulged in concerning the composition of 
these committees. Farmer Brooks is probably 
the best man among the Democrats to manage 
the Ways and Means Committee. and it is gen- 
erally conceded that the honor will fall to 
him. Mr. Poucher, of Oswego, may be re- 
turned to the position that he occupied last 
Winter, that of Chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee. The remainder of the committee is 
quite likely to comprise gentlemen who cannot 
be bribed or influenced to whitewash a corrupt 
Judge. There bas been some talk of reopening 
the case of Judge Westbrook in connection 
with the discussion that has already taken 
place in regard to this committee. The name 
of Mr. Benedict, of Ulster, has been mentioned 
for Chairman of the Committee on Rail- 
roads, and thatof Mr.Cary,of Cattaraugas, 
for Chairman of the General Laws Committee. 
Mr. Higgins, of Niagara, was at the head of 
the Canals Committee last year, and he may 
be retained. Commerce and Navigation may 
go to Mr. McCarren, of Kings, who nomi- 
nated Speaker Chapin in the caucus, or to his 
colleague, Mr, Henry. The name of Mr. 
Lighton, of Onondaga, is heard for Chairman 
of the Committee on Banks, Mr. Lighton 
being a Director in one of the larg- 
est Syracuse banks, and a gentleman of 
large business experience. The Cities Com- 
mittee, which must: needs be the most impor- 
tant in the House this year, inasmuch as Gov. 
Cleveland and his party are pledged to ‘* home 
rule” in municipal matters, will require to be 
selected with the greatest care. Col. Murphy, 
of New-York, who was its Chairman last Win- 
ter, has cast a longing eye upon the office, 
and may possibly be selected out of deference 
to his long service in the Legislature, and the 
many kindnesses he has rendered his party. 
Unless the committee is made up of far more 
honest men than the Cities Committee of last 
year the reputation of the Speaker and of his 
party will be sadiy damaged. There has 
been a great deal of query as_ to 
what is to become of ‘told Spin,’ as Gen. 
Spinola is styled. He was the Tammany 
leader who, with Senator Grady, fought 
against the votes of the delegation being cast 
for Chapin, much against the advice of Sachem 
Kearney. Spinola is likely to make trouble 
for the reunited, harmonious, and virtuous 
Democracy before the session is over. 

There is much industry exhibited by those 
gentlemen who are desirous of securing the 
Superintendency of Public Instruction. Half 
a dozen candidates are in the field. Mr. Ed- 
ward Danforth, of Elmira, who was Deputy 
Superintendent of Instruction when Abram 
B. Weaver, of Utica, was at the head of 
the department, is a promineut candidate. 
Mr. Danforth has always been identified 
with public school interests, and hag been Su- 
perintendent of Public Schools in both Troy 
and Elmira. Mr. Weaver himself is also a 
candidate, and so are A. McMillan, Suverin- 
tendent of the Public Schools of Utica, 
and ex-Deputy Attorney-General Ruggles. 
Some surprise has been manifested that 
Mr. Ruggies, who is regarded as a 
politician and a better lawyer, should 
desire the position. Col. Anson 8S. Wood, 
Deputy Secretary of State, is making an 
active canvass among his friends to secure the 
nomination of Railroad Commissioner. The 
only other Republican whose name has been 
prominently heard in connection with this 
position is that of Bank Superintendent A. B. 
Hepburn, whose investigation at the bead of 
the Assembly Committee some years ago was 
a memorable chapter in the history of the 
railroad interests of this State.

BurraLo, Jan, 3.—Charles O’Hara, a con- 
vict in the Erie County Penitentiary, 33 years old, 
was killed this morning. He was at work oiling 
shafts when his clothing caught in the belting and 
he was whirled about a shaft with terrific velocity. 

His head struck the ceiling and was crushed, and 
before the machinery could be stopped his arms 
and legs were broken and his body was shockingly 
mangied. O'Hara belonged in Buffalo, and was 
serving a three years’ sentence for petit larceny. 
He had served several short terms in the reniten- 
tiary before, and one term of 10 years in Auburn 
Prison. Altogether, half of his life had been spent 
in convict’s uniform.

MRS. TABOR GRANTED A DIVORCE.

MANY HOUSES FALL IN VARIOUS TOWNS IN 


CONSEQUENCE OF TEE FLOODS. 

DusseLporr, Jan. 3.—The market square 
here is flooded, 

MAYENCE, Jan. 3.—The Rhine has. reached 
the height of 6.76 métres. With great efforts 
a tramway has been laid to bring earth for the 
construction of a dam. 

RoestTanpt, Jan. 3.—This town, with the ex- 
ception of the churches and houses of the 
clergy, is deeply submerged. The water in 


many hovses mearly reaches the roofs, In 
Friesenbeim, on the Rhine, the scene beggars 
description. 

BERLIN, Jan. 3.—Seventy houses have fallen 
at Badenheim in consequence of the floods, At 
Rexheim, Morsch, and Oppau 80 houses have 
fallen in each place from the same cause. At 
Vienna the danger is serious, and preparations 
are making tosound alarm bells directly the 
dikes show signs of yielding. 

WIESBADEN, Jan. 4.—There are 38,000 per- 
sons homeless at Ludwigshafen, 2,000 at 
Mannheim, and 2,000 at Worms. They are 
lodged in the school-houses and cburches, 
more dikes have broken at Mavence. Ten 
thousand persons have been rendered homeless 
by the floods in the districts near Worms, and 
they are in danger of starvation. 

VieNnNA, Jan, 3.—The bridge boats at Ot- 
tensheim were washed away to-day with sev- 
eral persons on them. The boats floated down 
and in an bour and a half reached Linz, 
where those on board managed to run 
them ashore. The Danube has risen to a 
height of 470 centimétres. A thousand 
persons residing in the lower parts 
of the city have been compelled to quit 
their homes. Traffie on tbe railway connect- 
ing Vienna with Moravia is suspended. ‘The 
large railway bridge over the Danube has been 
demolished, and the Vienna terminus of the 
road is flooded. 

MANHEIM, Jan. 3.—Tbe‘town appears to 
stand on an isthmusin the middle of a vast 
sea, The great Rhine dam gave way to-night. 
A steamer and 45 boats rescued the people by 
torchligbt. The village of Triesenheim has 
been deserted, and a third of the inhabitants 
of Oppau have abandoned their homes, A 
central relief committee has been formed, and 
it appeals for help for the sufferers. 

GENEVA, Jan. 3.—The railway between this 
city and Belgrade has ‘been washed away. 
Direct railway communication with France 
and Italy is interrupted.

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THE DEATH OF GAMBETTA 
stipend 
FRANCE PREPARING TO BURY HER 
GREATEST STATESMAN. 

THE FUNERAL TO TAKE PLACE IN PARIS ON 
SATURDAY WITH IMPOSING CEREMONIES 
—RESULT OF THE AUTOPSY. 

Panis, Jan. 8.—The funeral of M. Gam- 
betta has been postponed until Saturday 
morning. MM. Brisson and Jules Ferry will 
be among the speakers on the occasion. The 
funeral will be the greatest since the body of 
the Hirst Napoleon was taken to the In- 
valides. It is stated that strenuous ef- 
forts are making to procure a_ judicial 
investigation of the circumstances under which 
Gambetta received his wound. The following 
memorials of Gambetta have been placed in 
his coffin: A bronze medal bearing his effigy, 
an engraving representing the famous Four 
Hundred and Sixty-three, several gold and 


silver coins, and a copy of a letter of invita- 
tion to the funeral signed by Joseph Gambetta, 
M. Leris, Mme. Leris, and Michael Gambetta 
—his father, brother-in-law, sister, and uncle. 
A proposal has been made to raise subscrip- 
tions for the erection of a national monument 
to the memory of Gambetta. 

The result of the autopsy yesterday on the 
body of Gambetta shows that he succumbed 
not directly to the wound made by the pistol- 
ball, but to an antecedent diseased condition 
which sooner or later must have proved fatal 
under any slight determining influences. As 
to the wound itself it was completely cicatrized. 
After the autopsy it was decided that it would 
be necessary to embalm the body a second 
time, but the embalmers could not be found, 
and two friends of M. Gambetta insisted that 
there should be no further delay and that the 
body should be placed in the coffin. 

The body of M. Gambetta has arrived here. 
A deputation of the Marseilles Corpora- 
tion accompanied the remains’ from 
Belleville. The Alsace-Lorraine delegates 
will precede the hearse at the funeral. 
It is stated that M. Gambetta repeatedly ex- 
pressed the wish that he be ioterred with his 
mother’s remains. The Cadets of the Ecole 
Polytechnique have asked to be allowed to act 
as a special escort at the funeral. 

BERLIN, Jan. 38.—The Courier learns that 
Prince Bismarck’s opinion coincides with that 
of the National Gazette that the republic of 
France being regarded as a pledge of peace, 
the death of Gambetta, its principal supporter, 
is a political loss, 

Dr. Neumeyer, an eminent physician here, 
in a public lecture, ascribed Gambetta’s death 
as due to the incompetency of the dcctors at- 
tending him. 


MEMORIES OF THE STATESMAN. 
WHAT EX-MINISTER WASHBURNE SAYS OF 
GAMBETTA, 

CuicaGo, Ill, Jan. 3.—The Tribune has a 
long letter by teiegraph from the Hon. E. B. Wash- 
burne, at San Antonio, Texas, giving reminiscences 
of Gambetta while Mr. Washburne was United 
States Minister to France. He says: “A great 
light has gone out, and the werld loses one of the 
most gifted, brilliant, and eloquent men of the age. 
He was distinguished in 1869, though young, as a 
member of the Chamber of Deputies, and, being in 
the front rank of a little band of able and courage- 
ous men who made face against the empire in the 
pride and arrogance of its power, was concerned 
in those turbulent and exciting scenes in the Cham- 
ber before war was declared and the empire fell. 


He was cool when the people broke up the Chamber 
of Deputies and flocked to the Hotel de Ville,where 
the dethronement of the Emperor was to take 
place. Appearing at one window of the palace 
Gambetta proclaimea the Republic of France and 
threw the crowd below little lists containing the 
names of Deputies who were to constitute the Pro- 
visional Government of France under the name of 
“Government of the National Defense.” Such a 
shout of deliverance went up from the great 
throng as bas rarely been heard in the world’s his- 
tory. The new Ministry, Gambetta at its hend, 
immediately took possession of their portfelios. 
Mr. Washburne relates his own difficulties in pro- 
tecting German interests there while the Empire 
lived, and the astonishing grasp with which Gam- 
betta at once understood the whole question. Call- 
ing on him, he found a young man of or- 
dinary height and size, (he afterward became 
heavy,) with fine manners and agreeable address, 
handsome face, tong, biack glossy hair, and full 
beard. He did everything possible. and did it im- 
mediately, to mitigate the troubles of the Germans. 
Gambetta being selected as the representative to 
the Tours Mission, he did not shrink from the haz- 
ardous trip from the city in a balloon and made the 
trip safely. He soon became, in fact, the Dictator, 
and the true history of that Dictatorship bas yet to 
be written. It will become one of the most inter- 
esting episodes in the history of France. Single- 
banded and alone he aroused the drooping 
spirits of the people, raised and equipped 





armies, and accomplished all that mortal 
couldin stemming the tide of disaster which 
was overwhelming his country. He _ raised 


and disbursed the millions gotten through Morgan 
and Company in England, and the most rigid 
examination of his affairs by enemies wher the 
war was over, only showed that his hands were 
clean and his record unstained. After the war kis 
advice was sought more thaw thatof any ether 
man. The greatest speech of his life was that 
made at Versailles upon the occasion of Presidext 
MacMahon's coup d'état in turning away his Re- 
publican Ministry ahd replacing it with a Ministry 
hostile to the Republic.” 

Mr. Washburne has at his house a portrait of M. 
Gambetta painted expressly for him. 

The Daily News to-morrow will say editorially: 
** It would be a fitting mark of respect to the mem- 
ory of the greatest and truest republican France 
has produced since Lafayette if Congress and the 
Legislatures of the several States,so far as they 
may be in session, should adjourn over Friday in 
honor of M. Gambetta.”’

ACTION IN THIS CITY. 
FRENCH RESIDENTS EXPRESSING THEIR 
SENSE OF THEIR COUNTRY’S LOSS. 

A meeting of French citizens was held last 
evening at the rooms of the Cercle de |l'Harmonie 
to take action on the death of Gambetta. J. A. 
Guiraud, the President of the Cercle, called the 
meeting to order and delivered a brief address, 
after which he nominated Charles Renauld to the 
chair. Resolutions were passed expressing the 
deep regret of those present at the early death of 
Gambetta, and paying a high tribute to the mem- 


ory of the devoted patriot, the wise statesman, 
and able journalist. It was decided tocable the 
resolutions to the République Francaise, Gambet- 
ta’s paper in Paris,andto askthe managers of 
that journal to lay upon Gambetta’s coffin a wreath 
of immortelies as atribute of respect from the 
Frevch residents of New-York. The cost of cabling 
the resolutions, &c., was estimated at about 1,000f. 
In five minutes a larger sum thar that was given. 
The subscription will be continued to-day and to- 
morrow, and the surplus will be given tothe 
French hospital in Fourteenth-street. The Cercle 
de l'Harmonie will hold its regular meeting this 
evening, when further action on Gambetta’s death 
will be taken. 

Several French soeijeties, among them Com- 
munists, L’Orphéon Frangais, La Famille, La Con- 
corde Culinaire Philanthropigue, Mardi Gras Aseo- 
elation, Israelite Francaise, |'Union Fraternelle. 
Huron Tribe, Union Cesmopolite, Cluh Democrat- 
ique and Gaité, met at No. 21 South Fifth-avenue, 
M. Truy, the Assistant French Consul in this City, 
who had attended the meeting in Clinton-place, 
came here also. Chairman Rosenstiel said that tne 
object of the meeting was to make arrangements 
for a public demonstration in honor of Gambetta’s 
memory. One Frenchman said that in the death 
ef Gambetta France lost a great statesman. An- 
other Frenchman, by the name of Grandjean. ap- 
proached the Chairman’s desk and remarked that 
he formerly respected Gambetta, but that his con- 
duct for some years vast had been such that 


he now detested him. About 380 Frenchmen 
sprang to their feet gesticulating wildly and 
shouting “Sit down!” “Shut up!” “*Put him 


out! and the Chairman himself joined in the hub- 
bub. Grandjean, who had caused the disturbance, 
however, held his ground, and dared them all to 
come en and put him out. At last he sat down, 
and Adolph Cohn, who is said to be the New-York 
correspondent of the Aépudbligue Franguise, de- 
evened an address in which he censured Grand- 
jean for his want of consideration of the 
feelings of those who bad ceme to do 
honor to Gambetta’s memory. Then Grand- 
eun created another disturbance, after which 
Mr. Coken spoke of the patriotism of Gambetta, 
and reminded his hearers of the time when the 
French army was beaten on every side, and men’s 
hearts began to failthem. Gambetta went round 
arousing their courage and firing their patriotism, 
and urging them to continuetne fight. A motion 
was passed to hold funeral services, which will be 
accompanied by music, on Sunday afternoon, at 
some hall inthe City. The selection of a place was 
left to a Committee of Arrangements, and it will 
be either the Academy of Music or Tammany Hall. 
There will be a coffin and pall, with candles and

CHICAGO MARKETS IRREGULAR. 





GOOD DEAL @F BUSINESS IN WHEAT—HEAVY 
SELLING OF PORK ON EASTERN ACCOUNT. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 3.—The leading produce mar- 
kets were very irregular to-day, both in tone and 
activity. There was a good deal of business in 
provisions, more in wheat, less in corn, and very 
little in oats, while other cereals were neglectod. 
Pork was weak, wheat stronger, and other grain 
exhibited little difference in prices, Provisions 
were active at a lower range. The market was 
quiet and firm in the early part of the day, strength 
being favored by the fact that the reported stoeks 
of product were deemed light for this time of the 
year. About noon a heavy selling movement in pork 
set in, supposed to be on Eastern aceount, and the 


offerings of lard were free, though not so large as 
those of pork. The result was a further decline in 
prices. Pork advanced 7% cents on the near fu- 
tures to 1044 to 12% cents on those more deferred, 
but closed 7% cents below the latest prices of 
Tuesday. Lard advanced 7% to 10 cents, and lost 
the improvement. closing nearly the same as the 
previous day. Meats were irregular, the long fu- 
tures being firmer, while spot was easier. The 
guneral tendency was to a wider premium on fu- 
tures, as capitalists would not carry the stuff ex- 
cept on more profit than has been paid recently, 
and some parties regarded this as a healthy inai- 
eation tending to steady the market during the 
remainder of the packing season. 

The receipts of hogs were fair in number, and 
some expected an increase if the present kind of 
weather should continue. On the afternoon call 
there was a further decline of 2% to 5 
cents on pork and lard, and 5 to 10 
cents on ribs. Wheat was more active and 
firmer, though London reported a decline of 
3d. per quarter. The market advanced % cent, and 
closed % cent above tne latest prices of Tuesday. 
Our receipts were smaller, and buying was stimu- 
lated by reports of drought in California and with 
floods in England. The seasonin ‘‘the old eoup- 
try’’ is reported to be one of the werst for seed- 
ing that was ever experienced. The better de- 


mand here was chiefly en outside orders, and was. 


mostly filled during the first hour, after which the 
market gagged back. There was very little change 
in the market for car-lots. They were in moder- 
ate demand at Tuesday's prices, but were not 
wanted for export, as parties in the trade said 
prices were above any limit they could get. On 
the afternoon call the market was } to 14 cent 
lower. 

€orn was generally dull and averaged firmer, 
though reported 8d. per quarter lower in London. 
The market advanced \ cent for this month, to 4 
cent for May, but fell back, closing at about the 
latest prices of Tuesday. Our receipts were about 
the same ip volume—nearly 500 cars—and the pro- 
portion of low grades was again large, while the 
stocks tn store showed a rather big increase for 
last week. The early strength in futures was 
chiefly on the part of holders, and appeared to be 
altogether in sympathy with wheat, as there was 
no appreciable demand, and several operators pro- 
nounced it to be the dullest day of the season.

IMPROVING THE LUNACY LAWS. 
—_——_» -—_—_—— 
THE SUGGESTIONS MADE BY THE COMMISSION 
OF THE MEDICO-LEGAL SOCIETY. 

The officers of the Medico-Legal Society for 
the ensulag year were duly installed at the regular 
monthly meeting at Mott Memoria) Hall last even- 
ing. The Permanent Commission of the society 
presented its report relative to the proposed amend- 
ment of the lunacy laws, which report was made 
at the request of the Attorney-General and State 
Commissioner of Lunacy, in accordance with a 
resolution passed at the last session of the General 
Assembly. This report advises a thorough revisiou 
of the existing laws and recommends several im- 
portant changes. The most important of these fs 
the abolition of the law permitting the commit- 
ment of alleged insane persons on the certificate 


of two physicians. In Its stead it advises 
the enactment. of a law requiring an ex- 
amination by Commissioners in Lusacy, who 


sha]! be experts in this branch of medical science, 
supplemented by the personal examination of the 
court and a full judieial hearing on the case of 
the pear alleged to be insane. It also recom- 
mends that persons incarcerated in private or 
public asylums shall be allowed at any and all 
times the privilege of communication by mai! with 
friends or counsel, and shall be permitted to have 
at any time, at the request of friends, an examina- 
tion by physicians outside of and in no way con- 
nected with theasylum. It also recommends the 
compulsory examination once in six months of 
all alleged lunatics by experts connected with 
nore of the asylums. 
a separate institution for intermittent patients, so 
that they may be kept separate from chronic, 
acute, or raving maniacs, is urged. It opposes the 
placing of all asylums under the care of the Stete 
Board of Charities, because that board is not qual- 
ified to act in this special branch of the 
charitable work of the State, however ef- 
ficient it may be in other branches. The 
report favors an extension of the powers 
of the State Commissioner of Lunacy over 
the government of the institution receiving char- 
itable aid from the State. The commission op- 
poses the fixing of terms- in the commitment of 
criminals acquitted solely on the ground of insani- 
ty, holding that they should be confined until an 
absolute and permanent cure is effected. The 
report gave rise to much debate, and the considera- 
tion was finally postponed until a more largely 
attended meeting of the society, to be specially 
called for the purpose, 

The inaugural address of President Clark Beil 
stated that the society’s membership had in- 
creased during the past year from 177 to 267: that 
367 volumes and 564 pamphiets had been added to 
the library, and that four members, Drs, James 
R. Wood and Hagan, ex-Minister E. M. 
Stoughton, and Assistant United States District 
Attorney  Herriek had died during the 
ear. He recommended that legislation 
e secured through the action of the society to 
amend the lunacy laws and the law relative to 
Coroners, to decide who are experts and what is 
roper expert testimony, and looking toward -1m- 
roving the sanitary condition of school buildings. 
je also advised the publication of a medico-legal 
quarterly under the auspices of the society and the 
establishment of the office of a State Chemist at a 
sulary not to exceed $10,000 a yerr, and the estab- 
lishment of a State chemical laboratory under his 
charge, where ali analyses needed in criminal 
cases shal! be made for wither the State or the de- 
fense. The consideration of most of his recom- 
mendations was deferred to a future meeting of

YEARLY REPORT OF LIVE STOCK. 
Bosron, Jan. 3.—The Advertiser’s yearly 
report of live stock receipts at Watertown and 
Brighton gives the following figures: Cattle, 180,993 
head; sheep, 620,608; veals, 85,645; fat hogs, 807,- 
949, and pigs, 8,586. The Advertiser says 
in summing up: “ The comparisons of arrivals 


of live stock for the year in every respect, 
excepting cattle, show well with 1881. Cattle re- 
ceipts bave fallen off 73,935 head. Prices ure 
scarcely auy higber, the best Western steers selling 
last January at $7 374% J* huudred-weight, live. 
In sheep the increased supply is 120,780 head 
over 1881, with about the same range in prices on 
all grades, excepting the, finest flocks, which can 
be bought. we claim, at 44 cent easier rates. There 
were 3,102 head more veals than a year ago, and 744 
cents instead of 8 cents was the top rate. There 
was a great increase in the receipts of hogs, 
those of this year being 807,949, and of last year, 
701,834, a difference of 106,115 in favor of the pres- 
ent season. The store pig arrivals are mostly from 
this State, and peddled out of countrymen’s 
wagons at Brighton. The transportation of horses 
to Boston was 7,193, against 7,422 last year.”

A VOTE IN PORTER'S FAVOP

THE RELIEF BILL MEETING DE 
TERMINED OPPOSITION. 

FINAL ACTION DELAYED BY FILIBUSTERING 
—ALL THE DEMOCRATS AND ONLY TWO 
REPUBLICANS VOTING FOR PORTER. 

Wasninoton, Jan. 3.—Twenty-nine Sen- 
ators, all but two of whom—Messrs. Sewell 
and Cameron, of Pennsylvania—are Demo 

crats, were this afternoon recorded in such 4 

way as to show that they are in favor of hon- 

oring Fitz John Porter by wipizg out his 
record as a disgraced officer and soldier, and 
restoring him to the rank he held when dis. 
missed from the Army in 1863, for disobedi- 
ence of orders. The Democratic vote wat 
solid, North and South joining hands to over: 
turn the work of the original court-martial 

The only arguments on the Democratic side 

were that a Republican President had author- 

ized the reviewing Board of Inquiry and that 

Gen. Grant had expressed an opinion that 

the finding of the court-martial was unjusf 

to Porter. Mr. Logan, almost prostrated by 
ill-health and the exhaustion caused by twe 
days of vigorous speaking, finished his speect 


against the bill with great difficulty, but nof 
without strong and rugged eloquence. Mr. 
Sewell, who made a response, read rr 
tions of the testimony before the Hoard of 
Inquiry, but his remarks were not audi- 
ble in the galery. and, as Senators 
stated, were not eard on the floor. 
The speech of Mr. McPherson was not 2n argu 
ment, but rather an appeal to a feeling of sem 
timentality. When Mr. Hale moved for the 
indefinite postponement of the bill 28 Senator! 
voted in the negative and 20 in the affirmative 
About one-third of the Senators were pairet 
er absent, and Messrs‘ Cameron and Sewell 
voted with the Democrats. Mr. Sherman; 
whose absence a few days ago without a pail 
allowed the bill to be taken up, was one of the 
number, and was not paired. ‘The strength ot 
the advocates of the bill who were in the Sen- 
ate was more fully shown upon Mr. Allison’s 
motion to go into executive session, which was 
defeated bv a vote of 24 to 29. 

After the bill had been reported to the Sen- 
ate from the Committee of the Whole, Mr. 
Hoar moved to postpone further discussion for 
a week, and thus secured an opportunity to 
tell how he had been led away by Gen. Grant’s 
opinion and the suggestions of the Board of 
Inquiry, and to declare that such examina- 
tion of the facts as he had been able 
to make had convinced him that his 
original belief in Porter's guilt was 
right, and thet he should be compelled, with 
the knowledge he sessed, to vote against 
restoration. The Democrats were against 
postponement, and Mr. Brown was led to give 
his reasons, very like those of his sssociates, 
and based principally upon Gen. Grant’s opin- 
ion, for supporting the bill Mr. Logan and 
Mr. Conger spoke very warmly against the 
demoralizing preposition to restore Porter, 
and Mr. Conger so successfully resorted to the, 
filibustering practices of which he isan ac- 
knowledged master as to compel an adjourn- 
ment before a vote had been taken upon the 
passage of the bill. It is altogether probable 
that the bill will pass the Senate, but Mr. Con- 
ger’s declaration that it will be beaten in the 
House if it should reach the lower branch is re- 
garded as correct. The audience was 
very large, and Fitz John Porter was again @ 
listener in the gallery.

THE DEBATE IN DETAIL 

WASHINGTON, Jan, 3.—At the close of the 
morning hourthe bill for the relief of Fitz John 
Porter came up as unfinished business, and Mr. 
Locan resumed his discussion of the military move- 
ments at the second battle of Bull Run. He said 
that at about the hour when Pope was issuing his 
erderto Porter, dated 4:30 P. M., to attack imme- 
diately, Porter was writing a dispatch announcing 
that he had determined to retire to Manassas, and 
that when, 30 minutes later, he received the order 
to attack, he did not communicate it to his officers, 
but suppressed it. 

Mr. Sewz1 said the evidence showed that Gen. 
Porter did not receive the order to attack until 
6:30 e’clock—near sunset. 

Mr. Loan replied that Douglas Pope, the officer 


whe sertet the order, testified that he delivered it 
at 5:30. 

Mr. SEwELt—The character of Douglas Pope for 
veracity is not very good. ; 

Mr. Loean—The character of Douglas Pope for 
veracity is not very good! Mr. President, [ knew 
Dougias Pope better than the Senator did. He 
was born and raised in my State. Heis dead now 
and you may assail him, but bis record is as good 
as the Senator’s is, 

Mr. Seweti—If I had known that he was dead, I 
would not have made the remark. 

Mr. Loaan—Well, Sir, you ought to knowit. It 
was published far and wide. Douglas Pope was an 
honorable man. Itis easy to assajl him now, fur 
everybody knows that the “dead and the absen 
are always wrong, and the living and the presen 
are always right."" As the Senator from New: 
Jersey seemed to desire that the fiood-gate should 
be opened and ali the truth let out, the fact 
might as well be stated that the gentlemen 
engaged in this plan of working out the restora- 
tion of Fitz John Porter to the Army sent & mam 
to Columbus, Ohio, and paid a wit- 
ness to come and see them, and tried to 
persuade him that he was mistaken as to the time 
when the order to attack was qaelivered. Two 
excuses were effered for Poriter’s failure to oney 
this order: First, that he was confronted by an 
overwheiming foree under Longstreet; and,second, 
that the order was not received until too late so 
hour for an attack. Ifthe opposing force was #0 
large Porter would have had a better chance of 
success in a flank attack atnight than by waiting 
for daylizht, but, in fact, the reports of the Con- 
federate officers showed that 12,000 of Longstreet’s 
troops were encaged at Groveton, so that the force 
ee tin front of Porter,was certainly not larger than 

own. 

Why was it, said Mr. Logan in conclusion, that 
whenever this case came up the Senate was divided 
on political lines? It ought not to be so, because 
there was no politics in the case. Itwas merely @ 
question of reversing the verdict of a court-macti 
upon s man convicted and sentenced ata time 
when a good many of the Senators on the other 
side of the chamber were holding theit 
own coart-martials down South. Could it he 
pessible that taose gentlemen and others of theif 
politics would now vote. without reference to fact# 
or law, that the action of the court should be re- 
versed and this man put back into the Army merely 


because he belonged to their party and be- 
cause they were SS against the 
court that convicte bim and the  Preei- 


dent that approved the conviction? There \ was 
no other ground on which they eould give sucha 
vote. He had hoped that these old prejudices had 
passed away. He did not think it was either good 
taste or good policy for gentlemen onthe other 
side to undertake to revise and reverse what 
had been done bere during the war, according 
to the law and the facts. They had . bet- 
ter let the men who had proved dere- 
lict on the Union side ana who had 
been dealt with by the Government alone. ‘‘Tuey 
are of no service to you,” said Mr. Logan, “and of 
none tous. They are of no more service to the 
country. They may serve themselves, but no on 
else." He protested against the passage of 
this bill, because it would introduce a dis- 
organizing and disrupting influence into 
Army. which belonged to the whole country, 
and in whose efiiclency all were interested. For 
himself, with his knowledge of the character of 
the court that convicted this man, of the Presi- 
dent whe approved its action, and of the facts of 
the case, if he felt any impulse to vote for this bill 
to please anybody he would go across the Potomac 
and kneel among the graves of the boyd 
who fell on the battle-field of Groveton on that 
20th of August, and would there pray to God to 
forgive him. He would appeal to the spirits of 
Lincoln, who approved the verdict of the court, 
and of Garfield, who took part in rendering that 
verdict and always believed it just, to restrain him 
from perpetrating such a wrong upon the Nation 
and upon its brave soldiers, living and dead. 
Mr. SewELt replied briefly to Mr. Logan. He 
said the verdict of the court-martial that con- 
victed Gen. Porter was based upon the idea put 
forth by Gen. Pope that there was no force in Por- 
ter’s front, that Longstreet had not 2rrived at the 
time tne order was sent to Porter, and that, 
if that order had been obeyed, Porter 
would have encountered no obstacle until 
he struck Jackson's right flank. The fact was 
however, as shown by evidence not then accessi- 
ble. that Longstreet arrived before Porter and Me- 
Doweil, and was there confronting them when 
they arrived. But Gen. Pove, the commander of 
the army, did not know this fact, as was evident 
from his dispatch the evening before, stating that 
the epnemy were moving at a pace which would 
bring their whole force upon the ground ‘* to-mor- 
row night or next day.”’ Gen. Porter did know 
that Longstreet was present and that Gen. Pope 
did not know it, and his action was governed 
by this knowledge. The evidence in the ease 
showed clearly that Gen. Pope did not understand 
the situation. His whole campaign was directed 
against one corps of the Confederate force—the 
one commanded by Jackson—utterly ignoring the 
fact that Longstreet had passed through Thorough- 
fare Gap and was in front of Porter aud MeDowell 
with <6.000 men. Mr. Sewell read from the 






























































































































































































































reetiony and @ooumente tn the oase fn sapport of 
ate Goon and sald tn conclusion that it was hardly 
worth while to attempt to add anything to the de- 
Aberate statement of the Advisory in relation 
to the verdict againet Gen. Porter: “ We believe 
that not one among all the callant soldiers on that 
nioody field was Jess deserving of such condemna- 
tien than he."’ That was the view that would be 
arccepted by the country. 

Mr. NcPusreon said this subject was not a new 
one. It was as old as his term in the Senate, and 
was likely to outlive him. Twenty years ago Gen. 
Porter, a dintineuished, capable, and faithful 
soldier In the Army of the United States, who had 
fought many battles for his country and not one 
against. her, was condemned as a_ traitor. 
From that time to this Gen. Porter had 
steadily asked, not for mercy, but for justice; 
and his demand had been long denied. “But, 
thank Heaven,” said Mr. MoPherson, ‘new light 
Is breaking over that dark and dismal sea which 
Gen. Porter has been forced to sail. Military 
boards, composed of distinguishid officers, not 
supposed to be his friends, have Investig_ted the 
caeo, and Gen. Porter stands to-day without stain 
in the estimation of those who have been his most 
bitter accusers. Gen. Grant, distingulshed alike for 
ability and courage in war and for the gallantry 
of his heartand mind in peace, to his everlasting 
honor be it said, boars testimony to the justice of 
Gen. Porter's cause. Iwill notundertake, because 
[have hot the physical strength, neither, indeed, 
have I the inclination to-day, to follow the Senator 
from Lilinois (Mr. Lozan) in all his wanderings after 
testimony by which, with his construction 
of it, he might justify his vote against 
the passage of this bill. I leave the 
conclusions of that Senator side by side with the 
conclusions of the Advisory Board, a board made 
up of distineuished military officers, some of whom 
declared in advance that they were believers in 
Porter's cuilt, and that it wouid require the stroag- 
ast evidence to remove that belief. They reported 
unanimously to the President in favor of his 
jnnecenee, and it has become the opinion 
of the people of this country that Porter 
isan innocert man. Now, Mr. President, this is 
enough. The records of this country, unless cor- 
rected, will send down to his chiidren's children and 
to their children for all time, the deep damnation 
of their fathersshame. it was his country struck 
the cruel blow, and Congress alone can heal the 
wound. Therefore, I believe it is the duty of the 
Senate by passing this bill, to go as far as they can 
toward correcting the wrong done to Gen, Porter.” 

Mr. Hawury said he intended to vote in accord- 
ance with the views presented by the Senator 
trom Illinois, [Mr. Logan.] He had never had a 
fonbt as to the right way to vote in this case, ex- 
rept fora time after the report of the Schofield 
poard. He was acquainted with the members 
of that board. Ae had known Gen. Terry 
for 3 years, and had served near him during the 
whole war, and he bad risen now not to discuss the 
bill, but to deprecate an intimation made by Mr. 
Logan in the first part of his speech, that the board 
might possibly bave been influenced by_ im- 
proper motives. and that questions then likely to 
arise concerning promotion in the Army might 
have had something to do with their judgment. 
He thought it should be pat upon record that his 
friend, Gen. Terry, bad earnestly begged to be ex- 
cused from service upon that board—had told the 
Secretary of War that his jadgment was made up; 
that he was against Portes, and therefore not a fit 
manto go upon the board. “If there be an hon- 
prable man in the world,” said Mr. Hawiey, “ Ic is 
Gen. Terry, and that he came out of that investiga- 
tion with the recommendation he did wasthe only 
thing that ever staggered me in my judgment of 
the case, and I bave recovered from that. I am 
pbliged to differ with some of the dearest friends I 
have in the world, whose eincerity Icannot for a 
moment question; but Iam equally certain that I 
zm right, and that is the misfortune.” 

‘Mr. Hart moved that the bill be indefinitely post- 
poned. Mr. Srws.1 called for the ayes and nays, 
and the motion was lost by the following vete:

The bili was then reported to the Senate, and Mr. 
Hoan moved to postpone its further consideration 
‘or a week in order to give Senators time to exam- 
me the evidence. 

Mr. Conorx said that 28 Senators, one-third of the 
Senate, were uot present to record thelr votes and 
take their share of the responsibility for this won- 
derful proveeding, and be thought the Senate 
pught not to act fiualiy upon the bill without their 

resence. No measure kad been introduced in 
Congress since fe had been a member whose 
passace would so sbock the moral senses 
of the people of the North; yet the Ssnate 
gras acked to act upon this bill in a hurry, while 
one-third of its members were absent and before 
the arguments were printed. Why this unseemly 
haste’ if Fitz John Porter had shown a tithe of 
the diligence to get into the Army when it was 
struggling for existence at Groveton that he and 
his friends were exerting now to get him put back 
into it, the result of that contest might have been 
different from what it was. From the zeal with 
which the Senator from New-Jersey (Mr. Seweil) 
labored in this cause it might be supposed that he 
thonght it would be an honor to New~Jersey to 
bave this citizen of hers restored to the Army. 

Mr. Sewrit—I do think it would be an honor to 
the State and to the Nation. if Idid not think sol 
would not urge it. 

Mr. Concern said the avowal of the Senator from 
New-Jersey showed that a man may become so 
celaded by the pursuit of a favorite object as to 
think that an honor which the rest of the world 
would regard as a great disgrace. New-Jersey was 
an old State, whose soldiers were always famous 
for patriotism, and she did not need to add to the 
list a man whose ** patriotism’ bad to be created 
by law—a man who had confessed his guilt in the 
facé of the whole world by asking the President to 
pardon him. 

Mr. Sewrrt denied that Gen. Porter had ever 
esked pardon for any “guilt.” 

Mr. Conorr repeated that he bad appealed to the 
President to pardon his crime and to relieve him 
rom the consequences of the judgmentof the 

.sourt-martial, 

Mr. Srweti—Yes, to relieve him from the conse- 
quences of the judgment, but not to pardon his 
srime. 

Mr. Concer insisted that his statement was cor- 
rect. The Advisory Board, he said, had been ap- 
pointed in a ft of “gush,” and had made its 
recommendations in the same spirit. Yet even 
that board had not declared Porter innocent, but 
bad made for him the plea usually made for the 
parcon of criminals, namely, that he had suf- 
‘ered enough. He (Mr. Conger) would warn 
AD Northern men who voted for this 
cui that. no matter how many  ~»pen- 
jions be obtained for soldiers, or how many 

, pension arrears acts he voted for, he couid not de- 

seive the people. But he nad no fear that the bill 
would ever become a law. It might pass the 
Senate now, but it would not pass the House, 
either in this Congress or the next; se, 
although the political friends of Porter would have 
a large majority in the next House, the members 
would have heard from the people in the meantime, 
aod members of Congress were sometimes afraid 
to meet their constituents when they had done 
some tapopuiar thing. 

Mr. Logan said he had supposed that the Senate 
would not think of roting to reverse the action of 
ncourt without taking time to examine the evi- 
jence. He did not ask anybody to read what he 
aud said, but he thought Senators ought to read 
the evicence. He did not believe there 
were five Senators who had ever read 
the record in this case. The contemptu- 
ous manner in which the facts of the case 
were treated by those who were determined to 
'oree this man back into the Army and give him a 
rertificate of good conduct during the war was 
. remarkabie, ard would excite much inquiry 
and comment tiroughout the country. The 

unanimity with which the Democratic Party 
m the Senate was voting to restore this man 
was suggestive of what was to come in the future. 
What did it mean’ How would the country 
onderstand it? He had believed that the men who 
emerged from the smoke of battie waged against 
the Government of their country and come into 
she Senate had so far forgotten the passions of the 
past that they would be ready to examine facts 
and weigh evidence before voting on a question of 
this kind, but that appeared to bea mistake. The 
rote on this bill showed that they were prepared 
10 restore to the Army men who had been false to 
= Government in its struggle against the rebel- 
on. 

Mr. Arursox moved to proceed to the considern- 
tion of executive business. Lost—Yeas 24, nays 2%. 

Mr. Concer asked for the reading of the report 
of the committee on the Porter case, and the Sec- 
retary began to read it. 

Mr. Sewer said it was evident that Mr. Conger 
was determined to prevent a vote on the bill this 
evening, and therefore he movea to adjourn.

CITY CHARTERS IN NEW-JZRSEY. 

The Citizens’ Reform Association of Jersey 
City held its third meeting, in the Council Cham- 
ber, in the City Hall, last night.

at the first meeting of the avsociation 
to prepare a new charter reported that 
a suo-committee of three had conferred with a 
similar committee from Newark. Both commit- 
tees agreed that the government of both cities 
should consist of a Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen and executive héads for the depart- 
ments of Police, Fire, and Works, to be ap- 
pointed by the Mayor. ihe committees, although 
agreeing that there should be a Board of 
education in cach eity. was unable to decide upon 
how it should be created. The Jersey City com- 
mittee favored the appointment of the board by 
the Mayor, while the Newark committee thought 
it best to have an elective board. ‘The committees 
were also unable to agree upon the financial ques- 
tion. Newark wapted a committee of the Board 
of Aldermen to Lave charge of the finances. This 
the Jersey City committee would not listen to, in- 
sisting upon having a Board of Finenee, to be ap- 
pointed by the Mayor. ‘The report, as far as both 
gommittees were able to agree, was adopted.

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COLORADO'S NEXT SENATOR 


THE LEADING ASPIRANYTS FOR THE 
NOMINATION. 

A REPUBLICAN SURE TQ BE ELECTED AND 
GOV. PITKIN LEADING AGAINST THREE 
BONANZA @ANDIDA TES. 

Denver, Dec. 31.—Politically the young- 
est of the sisterhood of States, and the fore- 
most of those producing the precious metals, is 
as much agitated to-day as at any time during 
the recent memorable campaign. The defeat 
of the Republican candidate for Governor and 
the causes leading thereto have already 
been fully discussed. A war of factions 
proved too much for Republican suprem- 
acy in the State; it is useless to attempt to fix 
the blame; it must attach to the leaders who, 
in the pursuit of personal advantage, were 
ready to sacrifice the beast that was carrying 
them. 

The rebuke that was administered to the 
leaders did not cause the Republicans of the 
State te forget their duty to the Nation. They 
might endure a Democratic Governor for two 
years, but they were not ready to send a Derm- 
ocrat to the United States Senate for the next 
six years. The Legislature, which will be 
called upon to select a successor to Secretary 
Teller. 1s largely Republican. Fifty-two of 
the 75 members are Republican. Both branches 
are strongly Republican, and the hopes of the 
aspiring Democratic statesmen have vanished. 

This body will convene on Wednesday, Jan. 
8. Its organization and the reception of tke 
Governor’s Message will consume the first 4 of 
its constitutional 40 days’ session. The inaug- 
uration of the Democratic Governor of a State 
so thoroughly Republican as Colorado wil) 
consume several more days, and the body will 
scarcely settle down to business before the 16th, 
when the Constitution requires that a suc- 
cessor to Secretary Teller shall be elected for 
both the short and the long Senatorial terms. 


There is an abundance of candidates for this 
position, for it is generally conceded that one 
man shall be elected for both terms, The 
principal candidates for the honor are Lieut.- 
Gov. Tabor, Gen. W. A. Hamill, Judge 
Thomas M. Bowen, and Gov. Frederick 
W. Pitkin. The names of ex-Gov. Routt 
and of Secretary Teller are also occasionally 
mentioned, but simply as compromises candi- 
dates. The real battle will be between the 
four first mentioned. They are all strong 
men—all having strong persenal foillowing— 
and Messrs. ‘iabor, Hamill, and Bowen pos- 
sessing unlimited means, Mr. Pitkin is a com- 
paratively poor man, owing largely to the 
tact that he has been for four vears serving the 
State for $3,000a year in an office that re- 
quired him to spend $10,000 and consumed all 
his time, preventing him from profiting by the 
opportunities offered by the country. The 
four candidates are men of very diverse indi- 
viduality. Theyare all men of force and all 
politicians of experience. They will make 
a campaign such as probably has never been 
seen out of Nevada. 

Tabor is an ‘‘old timer.” He lived in Cali- 
fornia Gulch, now Leadville, since 1860, in the 
days when the gold prospectors shoveled the 
carbonates of lead out ot their way into the 
Arkansas River, occasionally stopping to ex- 
aniine the pesky” stuff and wondering what 
it was. Tabor was the proprietor of a 
camp general store and of a_ boarding- 
house; over the last named his 
wife presided. He is a _ native of 
Vermont, but spent his early days in Kansas, 
whence he came to Colorado in 1859. The 
**stulf” which was thrown aside in 1860 as a 
nuisznce has since made him a millionaire. He 
was on the ground when the carbonate discov- 
ery was made, and took advantage of his op- 
portunities. He is reputed to be werth $10,- 
600,000. He is really worth about $4,000,000. Mr. 
Tabor has held various public positions. He 
was amemberof the kansas Free Soil Le- 
gisiature, Mayor of Leadville, County Treas- 
urer of Lake, and for about four years Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of the State, His wealth hasbeen 
largely used in building up Denver and Lead- 
ville, and every worthy enterprise has ever 
received his ready assistance. He is conspicu- 
ous among Colorado millionaires for helping 
to build up the State. In consequence, the 
people feel very kindly toward him, and he 
will have a considerable vote in the Legisla- 
ture. His bank account will not injure his 
chances. 

Gen. Hamill is a resident of Clear Creek 
County and is @ Philadelphian. In the latter 
city he was a bank clerk until the spirit 
moved him to come to Colorado, He came 

oor in health andin purse. He is now rich 
in both. Heis worth several millions of dol- 
lars, and probably has more ready money 
than ary man in Colorado. He isa bright, 
active, dashing man of 40, of genial habits, 
and a consummate politician. He has devoted 
himself solely to mining, though he is regard- 
ed as better informed upon mining laws thai 
any lawyer in the State and was a member of 
the Constitutional Convention of 1876. 

Judge Bowen hails from Arkansas, and is a 
friend and associate of-Dorsey. He came to 
Colorado about 1870, at the close of the car- 
pet-bag rule in the South, and engaged in the 
practice of his profession—the law. He was 
elected District Judge, and served several 
terms, gaining considerable notoriety during 
the Denver and Rio Grande and the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé Railroad war. He is 
the chief owner of the famous Ida gold mine, 
in the San Juan, and is reputed te be worth 
at least $1,000,000. He is an experienced, 
active, and persevering politician. 

This disposes of the bonanza candidat-s. 
Gov. Pitkin is the only remaining candidate. 
He lacks money, but in lieu has the love of the 

pie. Of the 52 Republican members of the 

Legislature 25 were elected with the distinct 
understanding that they should vote for Gov. 
Pitkin for the Senate. One of these has already 
fallen by the wayside—a victim to the shining 
shekels of the bonanzaives. This would still 
leave the Governor a majority of 1 in caucus, 
but it is rumored that the caucus will be aban- 
doned, and that the bonanza candidates will 
make common cause against the Governor. In 
that event the Democrats will come to the aid 
of Pitkin, and even so astute a politician as 
Mr. Chaffee, who is now in the State, to-night 
admitted that Mr. Pitkin would be elected, and 
that on the first ballot in all probability. 

Gov. Pitkin isa native of Connecticut,and 

a descendant of the Pitkins and. Griswolds o 
Connecticut. He was 45 in August. He gradu- 
ated from the Wesleyan University in Middie- 
town and from the Albany Law School, and 
in 1860 began the practice of the law in Mi)- 
waukee, Wis. Failing health caused him to re- 
linguish a lucrative practice, and, after trying 
Europe and Florida, be came to Colorado, 
in 1874. He was almost immediately bene- 
fited by the climate, and at once decided 
to cast his let with these people. In 1878 ho 
was nominated for Governor by the Repubii- 
cans, and was elected by 3,000 majority in a 
total vote of less than 30,000. His administra- 
tion has been one to challenge the admiration 
of the people. He is, undoubtedly, the most 
popular man ia the State, and if his Senatorial 
succession could be left to the choice of the 
people he would receive 75 per cent. of the 
whole vote. His popularity is largely due to 
his commanding talents, but scarcely less so to 
his winning mhanners. He is a welcome guest 
at every miner’s cabin, at every homely 
ranch, as weli as in the more pretentious 
homes in the cities—and he is personally 
known in nearly allof them. He is a consum- 
mate politician, a man of great resources, of 
untiring energy, and of unfailing good for- 
tune. He lacks the cash of his competitors, 
but has many equally great advantages. 

At the time of his first nomination for the 
Governorship THe Times said of him: ‘The 
nominee is spoken of as a gentleman of un- 
blemishod character, high ability, and un- 
usually winning manners, He is known as an 
attractive speaker, has great aptitude for 
public affairs, and is a natural politician of 
the best type.” It only remains to be said 
that his administration of the Executive office 
for the past four years has abundantly veri- 
fied all that Tur Times then said of him. 

In the fight the press of the State is divided. 
The leading Republican organ at the capital, 
the Republican, champions Pitkin, though 
Gen. Hamill is a large stockholder in the con- 
cern, The /ribuwne does not oppose Mr. Pit- 
kin. Tie Leadville Herald is the only Tabor 
organ in the State. The Kegister-Call, of Cen- 
tral City, is for Judge Bowen. The Pueblo 
Chieftain and nearly all other leading Repub- 
lican papers are for Mr. Pitkin.

RECOMMENDATIONS REGARDING THE LIQUOR 
TRAFFIC—THE STATE DEBT.

years since there has been so much speculation | 


regarding the recommendations the Governor 


of the State might make in his an- 
pual Message to the Legislature. The defeat 
of the Republican Party in October Jast in Ohio 
having been charged by many as due tothe posi- 
tion the party had taken relative to the liquor 
traffic, might possibly have held good had not nearly 
every Northern State emphasized its rebuke of 
pernicious legislation in State Legislatures and in 
the National Cengress. It bas eften been asserted 


that Gov. Foster would take a backward step and 
make concessions to the liquor interests, but it will 
be observed that he bas no step to take in that di- 
rection, The Governor says: 

“ The liquor trafiio will bring to your attention a 
question that engages the thoughts of the peopie 
more deeply and scriously than any other subject 
that will come before you. The enormity 
of the evil is admitted by all, as well as its 
disastrous effects upon society and the magnitude 
of the burdens of taxation imposed by 
upon the people through private and public char- 
ities never so great as at the present time. When 
the Coustitution was adopted aclause was voted 
into it by the people under the belief that through 
it would be secured a greater restraint to 
the trafiic than had previously. exist- 
ed. Experience has shown that, instead of 
greater restraint, we have practically free trade in 
liquor not six days in the week, but on Sunday 
also. In fact, in many localities, Sunday, instead 
of being. as the law and the well-being of so- 

| ciety demands, a day of rest and recreation, has 

| become a day of rowdyism and carnivals. Instead 
of being the most orderly, it has beeome the most 

| disorderly day of the week. It isa humiliating 

| fact that we have in Ohio to-day more than 15,000 
places were this unrestrained traffic is carried 
on, taking the hard-earned wages from many 
thousands of our citizens whose families need 
the meney thus worse than thrownaway. This 
entire trafiie, the amount of which in round num- 
bers will probably exceed $70,000,000 annually, 
much the larger portion of which is profit, con- 
tributes buta tithe of the burden it imposes upon 
the publie through crime and pauperism createa 
by it.” 

The Governor makes the following recommenda- 
tions: “1 am fully of the opinion that the princt- 
ple of taxation judiciously applied to this traffic 
will furnish the most satisfactory solution of the 
problem, ‘How to deal with the liquor traffic,’ 
thatis attainable. There seemsto be a popular 
demand for the submission of a constitutional 
amendment, suck as was proposed by the Cleve- 
land Convertion, to be voted upon in October 
next. The following is a copy of the resolution re- 
ferred to: 

“Resolved, That the public interests require that the 

General Assembly should submit to vote of the peo- 
ple such amendments to the Constitution of the State 
relative to the manufacture, sale, and use of intoxi- 
oes liquors as shall leave the whole matter to legis- 
lation, 
Such an amendment should be submitted to a 
vote of the people.” Referring to the question of 
taxing the traffic, the Governor says: “I am clearly 
of the opinion that a simple Jaw taxing the 
traffic at a uniform rate throughout the 
State, and make the premises wherein or 
whereupon the business is conducted liable for the 
tax, is clearly constitutional, and will be found 
popular with our people, can be easily executed, 
and that it will operate as a_ practical, 
effective, and satisfactory measure of restraint.’ 
The Governor suggests the repeal of existing laws 
which prohibit the sale of liquors to_be drank on 
the premises. An investigation sufficient for a 
basis justifies the opinion that more boys and men 
visit saloons in the cities and larger towns than 
atténd churches on Sunday. . 

The Governor puts the following very pertinent 
question: ** Is there any good reason why the busi- 
ness of saloon-keeping should be exempted 
from what are regarded by the great 
mass of our people as wholesome and neces- 
sary regulations for common labor and other 
avocations. ‘I'he laws enacted having for their ob- 
ject the simple purpose of placing the business 
of * saloon-keeping uvon the same footing 
with other avocations are upon Sunday practically 
unexecuted in many of the large centres 
of population. It the people in such 
localities negiect to ‘place in autbority officers who 
will execute these laws, the responsibility for the 
deworalization to society that is certain to ensue 
is with them.” :

“The report of the Adjutant-General shows that 
the National Guard isin a very satiefactory condl- 
tion, showing marked improvement during the past 
two years.”

"We cannot close our eyes to the inevitable 
result of the suecesaful efforts that have 
heen made in the past, and tho efforts 
that ure now being made and wil be 
made in the future to get possession of 
the Public Works by Legislative authority 
without duo consideration, and thus by 
Gegrees working out their final destruction. 
The confidence of the public has become so 
completely destroyed in the purpose of the 
State to continue their maintenanco, that it 
is probable tha the building of new 
boats is not even contemplated. Portions of the 
public works worth millions of dollars bave been 
given away by legislative enactment under va- 
rious pretexts. This valuable property has main- 
ly in the end falien into the hands of railroad 
coporations. Thus practically the State has given 
away its property which belonged to all the peoplo 
of the State to the few who were fortunate owners 
of the railroads that were the favored rocipients 
of the bounty of the State. In one of these 
grants it has been discovered that the title of the 
State covers property of great value not used for 
the public works of the State, property upon which 
private parties have built valuable structures, and 
were resting in the belief that their title to the 
same was good. The records are imperfect, and

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SOUTH AMERICAN STATES

THE PRESENT CONDITION OF 
MANY VEXED QUESTIONS. 
EFFORTS TO RESTORE ORDER IN PERU AND 

CHILI—TROUBLE BREWING IN COLOM- 
BIA—THE GUATEMALAN BOUNDARY. 
PANAMA, Dec. 23.—There is no doubt that 
Pierola will not return to Peru, and his partisans 
are so incensed that many of them have gone over 


to the other leaders. The Piérola committee met 
and discussed PiGrola’s telegram from New-York 


| to the effect that he would not return, and finally 


determined to do nothing, although several mem- 


bers were in favor of appointing Iglesias in his | 


place. The conferences with the Secretary of 
State in Washington and President Arthur’s Mes- 
sage must have convinced Piérola that he had little 
chance of receiving assistance, and so he gave the 
matter up and refused to visit Peru under the cir- 
cumstances. 

Minister Logan continues to work on behalf of 
peace. All his actions are known to be extra offi- 
cial, but their effects are more evident than have 
been these of all the other Ministers combined. 
His letter to Montero is high'!y praised, and is con- 
sidered to have hit the nail on the head. In this 
letter he says that the present situation, owing te 
his mediation, is that Chili has abandoned the de- 
mands of the Trescot protecol, and has consented 
to make peaee upon the following terms: First— 


Absolute cession of Tarapaca as a war indemnity, 
Chili to pay all the debts of the Province legiti- 
mately following it under the provisions of interna- 
tional law, although she refuses to make any par- 
ticular stipulation to that effect in the treaty, as, 
being already committed toit by various public 
declarations, she does not deem it necessary. 
Second—The aequisition of Tacna and Arica 

purchase for the sum of $10,000,000, 
to be paid in three equal annual install- 
ments. Upon these terms Chili has been willing to 
treat with Calderon, and to recognize his Govern- 
ment as the legal Government of Peru. Calderon 
has, however, refused the Se relating to 
Tacna and Arica, as he is afraid the people will not 
indorse it, and Chili now claims that Montero's 
proclamation of Oct. 14 calling an election for 
members of a new Congress virtually declares that 
Calderon is not authorized to treat for peace. 
Under this construction Chili deciares it inexpedi- 
ent to treat with Calderon, even if the terms were 
agreed upon. The situation appears eritical, as 
* internal disorder, through the action of Iglesias 
and the expected arrival of Piérola, are imminent 
in Peru, and threaten to aunibilate all that has 
been, or will be, left by the conquering army. It 
is elaimed that a Government erected under either 
of those leaders would be pledged to make a peace 
far more detrimental to Peru than that promised 
through my own (Logan's) negotiation.”’ There is 
also danger that if Peru holds out toolong Chili 
will make a separate truce with Bolivia, in which 
event Peru wilt doubtless be compelled to submit 
to very severe terms of settlement, *‘ But one way 
out of the difficulty presents itself,”’ the letter con- 
cludes, ** which is for your Excellency to immedi- 
ately send a formal power to Sefior Calderon to ac- 
cept the Chilian terms.” 

Gen. Maney, the recently appointed Minister of 
the United States to Bolivia, in presenting his 
credentials to the President of that republic, as- 
sured him of the friendly interest taken by the 
United States in the Government and p= of 
Bolivia, but stated that these cordial feelings 
should not be interpreted as conveying any ill- 
feeling toward other South American countries. 
Bolivia possessed vast and fertile plains 
awaiting cultivation, forests from which the 
most precious products can be obtained, 
mines. to be worked, and industries to 
be initiated, and in these peaceful victories far 
greater countries would find happy and advanta- 
geous employment instead of maintaining large 
armies asa menace for other countries, and to con- 
sume and destroy instead of increasing the ele- 
ments of well being and prosperity. Dr. Belisario, 
Vice-President of the republic, replied that he 
understood and appreciated the declaration that 
friendship of the United States for Boiivia must not 
be understood as an expression of ill-feeling 
toward the other States. Any hopes of that kind 
which Bolivia had held were the result of the 
declarations of Secretary Blaine and Minister Hurl- 
burt, which were dashed by the declaration made 
by Minister Trescot, that the good offices of his 
Government could not be employed while Chili in- 
sivted on her conditions for peace. It rested with 
Chili now to put an end to the misfortunes arising 
from the war, and favored by such a termination 
Bolivia would commence to open up [ts industries 
and increase its struggling commerce. 

Chilian papers publish President Arthur's com- 
ments orn the war. and neutrals consider that his 
declarations will have a pacifying effect, and that 
the Chilians will work more energetically in the 
direction of peace. Piérola may be considered as 
baving lost all political influence, and not to be 
dangerous as an enemy ef peace. Montero’s offer 
to cede Tacna and Arica to Bolivia, if the latter 
will remain faithful tothe alliance, is laughed at 
by Chilians, and recerded with disgust by Peruvians. 
The proposition will never be carried into effect. 
Great Britain, Italy, and France have signed an 
agreement under which the claims of their sub- 
jects for damages during tho war will be investi- 
gated and determined. The commission is not to 
extend over two years, and all awards made by it 
are to be covered by Chili within one year. Ger- 
mauay wiil probably join the convention. The total 
of the claims reaches an enormous amount. 

The English and Chilian steam lines have made 
an arrangement under which they intend to try 
and run the French and German vessels off the 
coast, Cutting has already commenced, and trav- 
eling promises to cost very little within a month 
from now. / 

Observations of the transit of Venus at Buenos 
Ayres, Cordova, Montevideo, Bahia, Blanca, and 
Patagonia were imperfect owing to rain. In San- 
tiago, Chill, the day wes fine and clear, and most 
eomplete and perfect observations were made. 
The Belgian Commission obtained 606 observations. 
The french Commission telegraphed the Académie 
des Sciences that the results had exceeded all its 
hopes. The American Commission took 204 pho- 
tographs, and aecumulated data of a most interest- 
ing and important cbaracter. 

For some time trouble has been brewing in the 
interior of Colombia and among the States, and it 
appears likely the storm is about to burst, It was 
already reaching a head, but the sudden death of 
President Zaldna, on Dec. 21, and announced yes- 
terday by cable, will hurry matters up. Congress 
some time ago passed a law authorizing the 
national Executive to employ national troops to 
maintain order in the States. The weak ones 
cannot object, but the stronger ones do not be- 
lieve in this law. which deprives them of tke pleas- 
ure they find in continual revolutionary disturb- 
ances. Recently the Government of the State of 
Cauca applied for assistance in the event of public 
order being disturbed, but at first it was refused 
on the ground that there was no pecessity for gen- 
eral Government troops being employed during 
State elections. The situation is certainly a crit- 
ical one. There are not alone the bome State 
affairs in Cauca—bitter as they are—but the addi- 
tional trouble arising from the long-continued 4is- 
pute between Colombia and Ecuador. All along 
the Southern frontier the people work together in 
harmony, but the duties which Vientimilla. the 
Ecuadorian Dictator, wishes to impose, and the

Contrary to what Minister Montufar had written, 
Gen. Barrios then discovered that Mexico had not 
asked the United States to act as arbitrator, and 
| that no arrangement to that effect bad been made. 
After much discussion and debate Gen. Barrios 
finally signed, on Aug. 12, the following prelimi- 
nary articles for a treaty of peace: 

“Guatemala withdraws from the discussion she has 
carried on respecting her rights over the Stace of 
Chiapas and the Department of Soconuzco. 

‘“The basis of the treaty will consider the above 
State and Department as an integral part of Mexico. 

“The Republic of Guatemala will demand no in- 
demnity or recompense for the foregoing stipulations. 

“Should any difficulty arise in determining the 
boundary between the State of Chiapas, the Depart- 
ment of Soconuzco and Guatemala, then the President 
of the United Statea shall be requestea to act as 
arbitrator. 

“In drawing the boundary lines? the territory actual- 
fy in possession of eacn of the contracting parties will 
be held to belong to them, but this stipulation will not 
prevent modifications being mutunily arranged, for 
which compensation wil! be allowed. Until tre 
bouadary has been drawn each party will respect the 
possessions of the other. 

“The Governments of Guatemala and the United 
States of Mexico agree toratify this treaty in the city 
of Mexico within six months from the present date,” 

In support of this arrangement, Gen. Barrios 
goes at length into the bistorical points of the 
question, and points out that neither Chiapas nor 
Soconuzco has ever evinced a desire to leave the 
Mexican Union, and that they have never requested 
assistance for that purpose from Guatemala. He 
therefore thinks that debate on the subject should 
be avoided, and that the idea.of fighting for the 
possession of territories which they hud never 
owned should be considered useléss and unreces- 
sary, and would even appear ridiculous to those of 
the present generation who have never thought of 
the disputed territories except as a part of MeSico. 
He thon condemns the action of those who pre- 
tend the national honor is insulted by the declara- 
tion contained in the treaty. The General tken 
condemns the fear to take action inthe matter ex- 
hibited by previous conservative Governments, 
which were afraid to accept the responsibility he 
has voluntarily assumed, and concludes by throw- 
ing himselt into the hands of the Assembly, which 
he trusts will calmly and coolly diseuss the treaty 
and condemn him should it consider him as haying 
acted incorrectly. 

The Guatemalieco of Dec. 12 publishes a transia- 
tion of a contract signed in New-York om Oct. 6 
last, between Gen. Barrios and Gen. Ulysses S. 
Grant, President of the Mexican Southern Railroad 
Company, under which, in return for certain con- 
cessions, this company undertakes to build 250 
miles of railroad in Guatemala within two years 
afterthe Mexican Southern line reaches the Gua- 
temalan frontier. 

A commercial paper called Zi Comme?7cio has 
meade its appearanee in the capital of Costa Rico. 
From the first number it is ascertained that un- 
cleaned coffee was selling at $7 50 per 125 pounds;

MR. HATCH AND THE YELLOWSTONE 
PARK. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

There seems to be as dense an amount of ig- 
norance in the public mind about the proposed 
plan for the opening of the Yellowstone National 
Park to tourists as there actually is concerning the 
geography, topography, and general character of 
the park itself. This is the character of the com. 
munication printed in Tue Times of Monday last 
from one Gifford F. Parker, And one of the diffi- 
culties about this question is that peeple who 
know nothing whatever of the law under which 
the park is dedicated to the public use, or of the 
contract made in September last by the Secretary 
of the Interior, or of the provisions of the leases 
which are being prepared under that contract, 
come forward without hesitation to express 
their oracular opinions on it. Inthe next place, 
no man can well enter into any transaction with 
the Government in this country without being in- 
volved ina popular suspicion that there is “a steal” 
or “a grab’’ somewhere in the proceeding. I have 


no objection to Mr. Parker writing to Tae Timers 
all the letters he chooses to write, but I merely sug- 
gest to him that it will be well before writing to be 
certain as to his facts. Mr. Parker *‘laments with 
a long lamentation” the general decadence of gov- 
ernment in this country, and then bursts intoa 
pean of exaltation over the fostering, fatherly care 
whieh the Continental monarchies ef Europe dis- 
play toward their subjects. ‘This last ebuilition of 
sentiment is quite patriotic In an American, as his 
name indicates him to be. 

The causes uf this dramatic alternation ef woe 
and joyin Parker's emotional nature is that the 
Secretary of the Interior bas undertaken to lease a 
part of the Yellowstone Park to private parties, 
and that as aresult (in Parker's mind) the public 
will be shut out from the benefits of its beauties 
and its mediciual springs,or charged exorbitant 
prices for the enjoyment and use of them. “In 
European countries,” Mr. Parker says, ‘‘the Govy- 
ernments generally control such natural springs as 
exist within their borders,” erect suitable build- 
ings, and allow those who are unable to pay for 
the baths to take them without charge on making 
an affidavit in forma pauperis. It strikes me that 
that kind of an affidavit is not often required 
to be made in this country. But now hear Par- 
kor—" Turning to our own country, what a sad 
contrast.! At all such points where God invites to 
‘come bay without money anc without price,’ 
speculators interpose and shut out the masses. 
* * * To cap the climax, the People’s Park, 
which is marvelously rich in mineral! springs, is to 
be sacrificed, * * * to be given away 
through the people’s representatives. They eall it 
alease. Sois our lifealease. Ought there not to 
be a public mass-meeting on such a subject? 
Should we let tuis cockatrice of a conspiracy 
hatch out? Let the people see all the articles of 
this lease. Let them scan it closely, and they will 
then cry, ‘Shame on the dominant party who 
allows this deed of greed! Sbame on the Ad- 
winistration that permits it! Shame on the men 
who accept it!’”’ 

Senator Dawes, of Massachusetts, a patriotic 
American, is the father of the law dedicating the 
park to public use. Secretary Teller, angther 
patriotic Am@ican, has full and specific authority 
under that law to grant the leases already pre- 
pared. He refrains from executing them now 
purely out of courtesy to Congress. The contract 
for the leases, and the proposed leases for six hotel 
sites, with surrounding grounds of 640 acres each, 
are pow before the Senate, and are printed 
together in Executive document No. 101, Senate. 
Forty-seventh Congress, second session. The total 
area of the park is 3,410 square miles. The 
company which I[ am “conspiring” to 
organize in conjunction with a number 
of eminent and honorable gentlemen, 
proposes to lease not over 10 or. 12 square miles of 
the whole area. The leases expressly provide that 
nothing contained in them is to be construed as 
conferring on the lessees any right ‘“‘to restrict or 
prevent or in any way interiere with the free and 
uprestrrined access of the public to any of the 
curiosities, wonders, and other points of interest 
to visitors within said park.” I do not know 
whetber this will meet Mr. Parker’s views or not, 
but if he or any one else desires to see the contract 
and leases he can do so by sending to the docu- 
ment-room of the Senate for a copy, giving its 
number as I have above described it, or by calling 
at my office in New-York. linclose you, Mr. Editor, 
a copy of the contract and the lease and a list of 
the Incorporators. If you think there is anything 
in the documents that is unju+t to the publio, or 
that indicates a “grab” or “steal” or anything that 
the people of our company should be “ashamed” 
of, 1 have no objection to your pointizg it ont edi- 
torially, and condemning us.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
Sor to-day, in this region, colder, tair weather, 
northerly winds, higher pressure. 


The Senate Committee on Finance will 
to-day report their contribution to a re- 
vision of the tariff in the shape of a bill 
based on the recommendations of the 
Commission. .With several rather puz- 
tling exceptions, the changes made cn 
the commission schedules are in the 
direction of greater liberality. For in- 
stance, the duty on pig-iron, which, 
with evident effort, the commission reduced 
from $7 to $6 72 per ton, is further reduced 
by the Senate committee to $6. Iron or 
steel T rails, on which the present duty is 1} 
cents per pound, and which the com- 
mission proposed to admit at 1 2-10 
cents, are placed at 9-10 cent by the 
committee, The preposterous commission 
tate of 2 2-10 cents per pound on tin plates 
is cut down to 1 1-10 cents by the committee, 
which, though it lacked the courage to 
touch the copper ore imposition, shows 
at least a spasm of virtue in re- 
ducing the duty on old copper and 
brass to 14 cents, instead of 8} cents, as 
proposed by the commission. There isa 
simijar evidence of good sense in placing the 
duty on rice at 20 per cent. ad valorem—a 
reduction of over 80 per cent.—and in 
leaving the duties on imported cigars 
es at present fixed by law. But 
why the Senate Committee should 
be less liberal than the commission in the 
matter of imported books, &c., is as little 
susceptible of reasonable explanation as 
why,in several other cases, they have de- 
parted from the tolerably uniform rule of 
making the bill better than they found it.

It has already been resolved by the Senate 
shat ‘‘ample previous notice’ of the reduc- 
tion of tue tax on tobacco should be held as 
doing away with the necessity of making a 
rebate of taxes paid on stock in hand. The 
return made by the Commissioner of Inter- 
pal Revenue is sufficient proof, if any 
were needed, that this course is the 
only practicable one in regard to all 
the articles now paying internal reve- 
pue taxes which may be _ reduced 
during the present session. ‘The stock in the 
hands of the 394,692 dealers in manufactured 
tobacco is as much beyond the possibility of 
accurate statement as its ascertainment for 
the purpose of refunding taxes paid would 
be by the force at the disposal of the Com- 
missioner. That the sum of $12,500,000 repre- 
sents the tax paid on tobacco, cigars, and cig- 
arettes on hand is simply as fair an estimate 
as Can be made on the basis of reports from 
the Collectors in half a dozen large cities. 
So with the amount paid on distilled spirits 
in the hands of the trade, which is set down 
at $22,500,000, and the tax paid on matches 
in stock, which is over $1,000,000. What- 
ever be the action of Congress in regard to 
internal revenue taxes, there is no conceiv- 
able ground of public policy on which a 
single dollar of these thirty-six millions of 
paid taxes can be taken out of the Treasury. 


The squabble over Mr. OLMSTEAD’s nom- 
mation as Commissioner of the District of 
Columbia is bringing into disagreeable prom- 

_.lnence some of the old methods of ring rule 
In Washington. Even the absurd emphasis 
laid on the fact that the petition for Mr. 
OLMSTEAD’s nomination was signed by two 
or three newspaper correspondents represent-

@ent’s selection is a reminder of the time when 


SHEPHERD and his gang ‘‘ muzzled”’ a por- 
tion of the press by buying up resident cor- 
respondents with a share of the pickings 
from paving and other contracts. The 
Directors of the Central Market Company, 
who have been trying to cheat the District 
Government out of its dues, appear to be de- 
sirous of having Mr. OtmMstEaD confirmed. 
Among these Directors are Secretary 
CHANDLER and Hauiet  KILBOURN, 
the former partner of Mr. OLMsTEAD 
in the real estate pool. Naturally 
enough, also, Mr. James G. Buaine 
turns up as one of OrmsTEaD’s backers in 
compsny with Senators Voonnrrs, Ket- 
Loce, and MAnHOoNE. One would have 
liked to see Justice Mriuer, of the 
United States Supreme Court, in better com- 
pany, as also other public men of reputation 
whose names are appended to the Oimstead 
petition. As the President makes no sign 
of withdrawing a nomination which he 
probably has seen reason to regard as a 
blunder, the struggle over its confirmation 
is likely to be carried into the Senate.

It is evident that Mr. ‘‘ Richelieu’”’ Ronrn- 
son, of New-York, is playing the part of 
buffoon in the réle of an Anglo-phobist, if 
we may use this hard-worked substantive to 
describe the Brooklyn Representative’s case. 
Just now Mr. Rogprnson is indignant that 
any officer of the United States Army should 
be traveling in company with ‘‘ represen'a- 
tives of monarchy” in this country. The 
other day Mr. Rosrnson wanted the 
House to inquire into an alleged out- 
rage of this sort. Yesterday, while the 
Army bill was under consideration, 
he again raised the point against 
the unnamed officer who, it is hinted, is 
traveling with “the kilt of Argyll.” As a 
matter of fact, it may be said that an officer 
of Gen. SaHeRMAN’s staff has been detailed 
as escort to the Governor-General of Can- 
ada, now making a tour of the United States. 
The Marquis of Lorne, to the great disgust 
of Mr. Rosrnson, of Brooklyn, is related by 
marriage to the Queen of England. But he 
is the nominal head of the Government of 
Canada. The Dominion is a friendly neigh- 
bor, and we do no violence to our republi- 
canism or to our sense of decency by sending 
the Governor-General a guide through our 
ample domain. It is a pity that Mr. Rosry- 
son is displeased by this courtesy, but hav- 
ing once stated the fact, the country can 
spare him further trouble in enunciating it.

The Director of the Mint has prepared a 
very interesting statement of the operation 
of the Silver law during the calendar year 
1882. The total increase of the coinage of 
silver dollars has been $27,574,100. Only 
$3,117,195 have gone into circulation, while 
only $6,128,340 have been put out in the 
form of silver certificates. The remainder, 
$19,297,565 remain, as the Director -nalvely 
remarks, ‘‘ for distribution.’”” The Treasury 
held on Jan. 1 94,016,842 of silver 
dollars, of which $68,443,660 were to 
redeem certificates. It is a very pretty 
problem to calculate how long we shall have 
to go on adding $20,000,000 or so a year to 
our uncurrent coin in the Treasury in order 
to check the fall in the price of silver. We 
began with the silver dollar worth about 86 
cents; we have coined $133,000,000, and the 
silver dollar is now worth 81 cents. We 
should like some of the bi-metallists to tell 
us at what date, according to these figures, 
the unfortunate dollar will be worth one 
hundred cents. 


CERTAIN QUESTIONS OF 1AXATION. 


The tax laws of this and other States are 
the subject of almost perpetual agitation for 
change, for the reason that in no State is 


‘there anything that can be called a system 


of taxation founded on correct principles. 
Furthermore, it seems to be almost impossible 
to secure legislative effort in the direction of 
such a system. The laws as they stand are 
for the most part a patchwork of enactments 
made at different times and having no con- 
sistent basis. The prevailing idea, so far as 
there is any on the subject, has long been 
the delusive one that all property, without 
regard to its character or uses, is the proper 
subject of taxation, and that in order to 
secure an equality of burdens, everything 
should be taxed in the same way 
and at the same rate. The _ result 
of every attempt to enforce this s0- 
called principle has been inequality and 
injustice of the most flagrant kind. 
There are many forms of property and of 
titles to property which will elude every 
effort to bring them under assessment, and 
the inquisitorial method only multiplies sub- 
terfuges for evasion, and makes the weight 
bear more and more on men of honesty and 
moderate means. We are constantly re- 
minded that the bulk of personal property 
escapes assessment, and we know that it 
means that men with the largest capital, the 
most varied investments,and the best facilities 
for concealing, transferring, and changing 
the forms of their wealth are those who bear 
the smallest share of personal taxation in 
proportion to their ability to pay. The 
method usually advocated for remedying 
this evil is a more searching inquisition and 
more rigorous efforts at assessment and 
collection, but the constant failure of this 
method ought to suggest that there is 
something wrong in the theory on which it 
is based. 

In no State is there greater need of a re- 
vision of tax laws than in this, but if re- 
newed efforts are only to lead in the direc- 
tion of the listing of personal property, 
sworn statements, increased penalties, and a 
general multiplication of the machinery of 
assessment, it may as well be left alone until 
legislators can be educated in the 
elementary principles of the subject. 
Two years ago a fairly promising effort 
was made to secure a revision of our 
laws, A special joint committee of the two 
branches of the Legislature, consisting of 
thirteen members, was constituted, and an 
advisory commission of seven men was ap- 
pointed to aid inthe work. The result was 
a number of bills which did not half cover 
the ground, and more than half of these 
were defeated. There was no renewal of 
the effort last year, and there is as yet no 
sign that it is to be taken again at the present 
session of the Legislature. 

No doubt attempts will be made to change 
the laws so far as they affect certain inter- 
ests, and these will need to be watched. In 
the first place, there are intimations that the 
elevated railroads of this City will put in an 

| appearance again, secking to get rid of their 
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accumulated load of unpaid taxes and 
to have a different methdd applied 
to them hereafter. The bill of last 
year was made infamous by the 
interpolated provision for wiping out the 
old scores. The assessments heretofore 
made upon the companies were made in ac- 
cordance with the existing system, which 
applies to the owners of all property alike. 
They should hold good so far as they are 
shown to be legal and proper under the sys- 
tem, however faulty the latter may be. But 
the whole method of assessing the property 
of the great chartered corporations engaged 
in business enterprises is wrong. Its applica- 
tion to transportation companies is especially 
vicious. There is but one reasonable gauge 
of the value of the property and appliances 
of these corporations, and that is their in- 
come-producing power. What they are 
worth deperds on what they can earn. Tax- 
ation should therefore be applied to their 
receipts, and if properly adjusted the taxes 
will be easy of ascertainment and collection, 
and may be fairly proportioned to ability to 
pay and to the benefit derived from the State. 

A cry is often raised that rea] estate bears 
more thanits due proportion of taxation, 
but where land is used only for building 
purposes, as in all cities, there is no prop- 
erty that bears taxation so easily or that 
distributes it so fairly. If all municipal 
taxes in a city like New-York were Jaid in 
some form upon land and the buildings 
which occupy it, they would beso diffused 
through rents and prices as to be borne by the 
entire population in almost exact proportion 
to their means. The result would at all events 
be far more equitable than any that it is pos- 
sible to attain through efforts to assess every- 
thing. The value of land in this City is not 
a reality in the soil itself. It dependson the 
wealth which occupies it. The competition 
of rich men for eligible sites for residence or 
business gives them enormous prices, and 
the prices diminish down the scale 
of eligibility in proportion to the 
wealth of occupants or the profitableness 
of occupation. The value of buildings 
varies with the expense put in them or the 
capital employed in their use, and the valu- 
ation for taxation purposes is an approxi- 
mate measure of the wealth of the owners 
and occupants. The tax upon these lands 
and buildings is really a tax upon the per- 
sonal wealth of those who own and use 
them, and it is diffused through tenants and 
customers in proportion to the interest each 
has in the use and occupancy of the prop- 
erty. 

As a general suggestion it may be said that 
if the State could derive all the revenue it needs 
from certain general sources, of which the 
franchises it grants to corporations should be 
the chief, it would be entirely safe to give 
to municipalities the option of collecting 
their taxes wholly from real estate, either 
its ownership alone or its ownership and oc- 
cupancy. It would simplify the question 
vastly and reduce the cost and difficulty of 
collection to a minimum, and at the same 
time it would work the smallest interference 
with business and with freedom of invest- 


ment. 


CAMERON ELECTS HIS MAN. 


The so-called Independent Republicans of 
Pennsylvania sorely need more lime in their 
bones—particularly their backbones. Too 
many of them are yet in the gelatinous and 
pliable period of infancy, and Don Cam- 
ERON twines them as he pleases about his 
fingers. Against such a foe not guile- 
less babes, but rugged men, should 
be enlisted, and if none but prattling inno- 
cents flock to the offices of the recruiting 
sergeants at the sound of the fife and drum it 
would perhaps be better not to have any 
war. These reflections would have been 
timely and appropriate for the Committee 
of One Hundred and other reformers a year 
ago. They may still, like all wisdom after 
the deed, serve a useful and instructive 
purpose. The aim of the Pennsyl- 
vania Independents in the recent election 
was not merely to make a Democrat 
Governor of the State, but to unhorse 
Camron. They have apparently succeeded 
only in the minor and incidental part of 
their programme, for while Partison will 
soon take the oath of office as Governor, 
Cameron still bestrides the party, and 
has been apparently very little shaken in his 
seat. 

In the first test of his power since the 
election he has shown that he is still a live 
and reigning boss. In the election of a 
President of the Senate at Harrisburg on 
Tuesday he got in his ‘‘ man,”’ as usual, and 
did it by “independent’’ votes. There 
could be no better evidence of the general 
truth of the proposition that the revolt 
against him broke out prematurely. It 
should have waited until the virtuous and 
reforming independent spirit had spread and 
solidified. We described some days ago the 
situation in the Pennsylvania Senate. The 
election of Joun E, Reysurn fulfills the 
prediction then made that the Independent 
Senators, or some of them, would betray 
their trust. There are 30 Republicans 
and 20 Democrats in the Senate. Of 
the former 9 have been set down as 
Independents. The rest are unmistakable 
Stalwarts. ReryBurN was the nominee of 
the Stalwart caucus. The best that can be 
said of him is that he is honest. The worst 
is that he is athorough representative of 
Cameronism. The Independents, unfor- 
tunately, selected as their candidate Senator 
J. W. Les, who showed himself a 
very unworthy leader in such a con- 
test, as with a somewhat surprising 
disregard of the feelings of his sup- 
porters he voted for ReyBurn in each of 
the two ballots taken, and on the second 
it was his deciding vote -which gave the 
place to the candidate of the boss by,a ma- 
jority of one. The 20 Democrats were 
willing to give their support to any respect- 
able Independent. They appointed a com- 
mittee to confer with the Independents, 
but Senator Leg repelled them by declar- 
ing that he would not accept’ the 
office if it came to him by Democratic votes. 
The Democrats therefore put up a candi- 
date of their own and cast their full vote for 
him in both ballots. Seven Independents 
voted for Lez onthe first ballot. On the 
second ballot there were but four—AGNEw, 
Emery, McFaruane, and Stewart. Revy- 
BURN, receiving 26 votes, was elected. 

The importance to CamEron of thus secur- 
ing the control of the only department of the 

State Government which remains in Republi- 
can hands may be judged from the determined 


efforts he made to elect his ‘‘man.’”” On 
Monday word was sent out from Harrisburg 
that the outlook for ReyBpurn was not en- 
couraging, and immediately Col. Quay got 
up from a bed of sickness, ‘‘ Curis’? Ma- 
GEE, the little Pittsburg boss, took the first 
train for the capital, and CameRon’s other 
feudatories from far and near joined them 
there to ‘‘get in their work” for ReyBurn. 
Chairman McKerg, of the Independent Com- 
mittee, was also on the ground, but being 
without any effective backing, and having at 
best but four Senators of firm independent 
conviction as the nu s:us of his party, his 
efforts were naturally foredoomed to failure. 

There is nothing very surprising in the re- 
sult of this contest. In Pennsylvania poli- 
tics surprise is in order when CAMERON is 
beaten, not when he wins. But it is dis- 
creditable to the Republicans of Pennsyl- 
vania that they look on apathetically 
while their master rivets anew the 
fetters which so many of them 
lately thought they had shattered forever. 
The few Independents in the Senate are no 
doubt fit representatives of such a dumb and 
passive herd as these Pennsylvania voters 
who fancy that they are the enemies of 
the boss system, but they showed very 
little consistency or sagacity in select- 
ing as their candidate so unworthy 
a person as Senator Lez. We notice, how- 
ever, by a Philadelphia Republican newspa- 
per, that Senator Lee is not called an unwor- 
thy person in his own State. They speak of 
him there as a representative of ‘‘ the truest 
Republican principles and impulses.’’ This 
can be true only on the supposition that the 
“truest’’ of these principles and impulses 
are those which CAMERON proposes and by 
which he is moved. Qov. Hoyr, in his 
farewell Message, read to the Pennsylvania 
Senate just after it had made Mr. ReysBern 
its President, declared that the people of the 
State must ‘‘ make every public servant un- 
derstand that he is a servant and not a mas- 
ter.”” Gov. Hort has seen the necessity of 
this. He knows what it is to be Governor 
under a boss. But in spite of his frank and 
courageous denunciation of the evils of 
Cameronism, the people to whom he ad- 
dressed his letter of Nov. 3 and this Message 
are evidently too fond of ignoble servitude 
to heed his words and take his advice. 


THE COTTON DUTIAS. 

The Ways and Means Committee do not 
approve of the recommendations of the 
Tariff Commission with reference to cotton 
goods. The motive of their disapproval is 
as yet unpublished, but, judging from the 
manner in which the schedule is manipulated 
by the committee, their frame of mind to- 
ward the commission’s propositions is that 
of Dr. Jonnson toward the famous Dr. 
Feu: ‘‘ Ido not like thee,’’ &c., for the com- 
mittee have practically thrown overboard 
this portion of the commission’s work. This 
is to be regretted, for though the cotton 
manufacturers do not need any protection, 
and though they are so indifferent on the 
subject that only ‘‘the smallest of their 
branches” was represented before the com- 
mission, that body dealt very fairly with 
them—perhaps more fairly on account of 
the absence of any solicitation. It aban- 
doned the very clumsy, elaborate, and con- 
fusing classification now in force, and re- 
placed it by one very much more simple. 
It recommended the abolition of compound 
duties and arranged the terms of the new 
classification so as to make them as compre- 
hensible as possible, and it materially re- 
duced the duties. 

The committee, while retaining substan- 
tially the classification of the commission in 
regard to threads and yarns, propose higher 
rates of duty. On yarns valued at 25 cents 
a pound or less they advance the rate from 
74 cents to 10 cents; valued at from 25 cents 
to 40 cents they advance the rate from 15 
cents to 16 cents, while other rates are 
changed from 30 cents to 35 cents, from 36 
cents to 40 cents, and so on. These are not 
material changes, and they still leave the 
rates lower than those existing; but they 
tend, and probably are intended, to confuse 
the minds of the members of the House of 
Representatives and to prevent any action 
upon the tariff at the present session. 
When the committee come to cotton 
manufactures, they substitute for the com- 
mission’s classification one which it is prac- 
tically impossible to compare either with 
that or with the classification of the present 
tariff. This, of course, has the same effect 
as their action on cotton threads and yarns, 
and is probably meant to have the same. 
The commission had divided all unbleached 


cottons into two classes based on cost, one, | 


costing 8 cents or less per square yard, to 
pay 3-cents per square yard, the other, cost- 
ing more than 8 cents per square yard, to 
pay 40 per cent. ad valorem. As a mat- 
ter of fact, of the 275,000 yards of 
unbleached cottons imported in 1882 
over 250,000 yards cost an average of 
9.6 cents per pound, and the duty of 5 cents 
per square yard was about 50 per cent., so 
that the proposition of the commission was 
in effect for a uniform duty of 40 per cent. on 
unbleached cottons. The Ways and Means 
Committee, on the other hand, divides un- 
bleached cottons in a most complicated 
manner. In the first place, they are made 
into three classes, one not exceeding 100 
threads to the square inch; second, exceed- 
ing 100 and not exceeding 200 threads, and 
third, exceeding 200 threads. These are to 
pay 24 cents, 8 cents, and 4 cents per 
square yard. Then, if any of these goods 
exceed 10 cents per square yard in value, 
they are to pay 60 per cent. ad valorem. The 
total duties collected on these unbleached 
goods last year was less than $14,000. What 
object other than that of confusion can the 
committee have in proposing so absurd and 
impracticable a classification in a matter 
comparatively of so slight importance ? 
Practically the same mode of dealing is 
adopted by the committee with reference to 
bleached plain cottons. The commission 


‘ proposed a duty of 4 cents per square yard 


on those costing less than 10 cents a square 
yard, of which none were imported in the 
fiscal year 1882, and 40 per cent. on all 
others, of which there were some 12,000,000 
yards imported. The committee propose 
duties of 34 cents, 4 cents, and 44 cents on 
the same classification as for the unbleached, 


| and 60 per cent. if valued at over 12 cents 


peryard. Asthe average price of last year’s 
importations was 11.51 cents per yard, on 
which the average duty was 47.41 fer cent., 
it will be seen that an advance in price of 
less than 4 cent per yard would, under the 


committee’s proposition, bring the duty 
up to 60 per cent., which would be 
very onerous, and might easily be pro- 
hibitory. A still more inexcusable 
change is made by fhe committee in the 
duties on cottons ‘‘dyed, colored, stained, 
painted, or printed.”” These the commis- 
sion proposed to tax 6 cents per square 
yard, if valued at 15 cents or less, (equiva- 
lent to 43 per cent. anda reduction of 16 
per cent.,) and at 40 per cent. if valued at 
over 15 cents, (a reduction of over 12 per 
cent.) The committee pretend to propose 
for these the same classification as for other 
cottons, with the duties of 44 cents, 5 cents, 
and 6 cents per yard, and 60 per cent. if 
valued at over 15 cents. But only some 
4,000,000 yards would come under the 5 
cents or 6 cents duty, while over 14,000,000 
yards would come under the 60 per cent. 
duty, an actual advance of nearly 8 per 
cent. over the average duties of last year. 

The action of the committee resolves it- 
self, therefore, as the above analysis clearly 
shows, into this: A slight advance over the 
commission’s rates is made on cotton threads 
and yarns, which in the House can only 
lead to debate and confusion and tend to 
prevent action. A complex classification is 
adopted for cotton cloths, with rates which 
avery slight advance in the market would 
make higher than those now exacted, 
or else which would be actually 
higher, and this last result is pro- 
posed for the most important and 
extensive importations. The prints on 
which a higher rate is proposed are very ex- 
tensively used, and many of them form the 
material not only for clothing, but for the 
drapery, bedding, and so forth, of the less 
wealthy. Noadvancein duty was asked for 
by the manufacturers; none is needed for 
their protection, for they are amply able to 
meet foreign competition, in spite of the 
duties levied on their machinery, and none 
is required for revenue. The proposition of 
Mr. KELLEY’s committee is simply a gratuit- 
ous piece of protectionist impudence or in- 
explicable foolishness. 


TRANSPLANTED MUSCLE. 


The process of grafting has of late years 
become very popular among surgeons. Teeth 
and hair can be transplanted from one hu- 
man being to another, and although no 
surgeon has-undertaken to transplant a nose 
—chiefly because there is as yet no nursery 
of young noses adapted for the purpose—a 
very fair quality of artificial nose has re- 
peatedly been made out of bits of the pa: 
tient’s personal flesh. 

A very remarkable instance of the prog- 
ress which has been made in the trans- 
planting department of surgery was fur- 
nished the other day by a German surgeon, 
and a paper on the subject was read before 
the Imperial Medical Congress. It appears 
that a German woman lost nearly the whole 
of her right biceps in consequence of a dif- 
ference of views with the family dog in re- 
gard to the proper disposition of a beef 
bone. Of course, the arm was useless with- 
out the muscle which sets in motion the 
lower arm, and the unfortunate woman, 
who was married, found herself unable to 
fulfill those domestic duties in connection 
with the broomstick which are indispensa- 
ble if order and harmony are to reign in 
German families. In these circumstances 
she came into the hands of a learned Ger- 
man surgeon, who undertook to cure her. 

The surgeon sent for the family dog—a 
large Siberian bloodhound—and amputated 
the dog’s tail. This was, perhaps, contrary 
to the dog’s wishes, but it was certainly no 
more than the animal deserved. Carefully 
dissecting the tail, the surgeon took a section 
of the chief tail-muscle and applied it to 
the wound on the woman’s arm. The 
wound healed quickly, and the transplanted 
muscle became an integral part of the 
woman. At first the arm refused to move, 
but being stimulated with electricity, the 
transplanted muscle soon became as lively 
as it had been in its original situation, and 
with its aid the woman entirely regained 
the use of her arm.’ An operation so re- 
markable and so thoroughly successful has 
naturally created great interest among Ger- 
man surgeons, and the reading of the report 
of the case before the Imperial Medical 
Congress was received with immense enthu- 
siasm and unlimited beer. 

Without casting any reflection upon the 


honesty and frankness of the surgeon who- 


performed the operation in question, it 
should be mentioned that his report did not 
contain a full account of the case—or rather 
that it did not include the history of the 
woman’s arm after the date when its full 
power of motion was restored. Why the 
learned author of the report did not give 
the full history of the arm need not now be 
asked. It is sufficient to mention that the 
facts which he suppressed—or, at all events, 
abstained from mentioning—can be found 
in a recent number of the Leipsic Allge- 
schweine Zeitung. 

The reason why the dog’s tail-muscle was 
selected to supply the place of the missing 
biceps was undoubtedly because it is, for its 
size, the strongest muscle in the entire dog. 
Indeed, as is well known, it frequently has 
strength enough to wag the dog, in addition 
to wagging the tail. It was impossible to 
find a biceps muscle belonging to any of the 
lower and cheaper animals that would have 
been large enough to take the place of a 
German woman’s biceps, and accordingly 
the surgeon selected the dog’s tail-muscle as 
the best muscle available for his purpose. 

As was asserted in the report read before 
the congress, the woman’s arm was made 
thoroughly efficient, but, as was not men- 
tioned, the transplanted tail-muscle did not 
lose its original habits. Whenever the Ger- 
man woman tried to listen intently to any- 
thing—say the conversation of her next 
door neighbors—the tailemuscle would in- 
stantly elevate her arm perpendicularly. 
When she was alarmed or distressed, her 
arm would droop, and her utmost efforts 
could not induce it to change its attitude. 
On the other hand, whenever she 
was pleased she involuntarily wagged 
her arm precisely as the Siberian 
bloodhound originally wagged his tail 
in moments of satisfaction. If her husband 
spoke affectionately to her—as he occasion- 
ally did speak when returning home at 
night from the lodge—she would irstantly 
drop the broomstick and wag her arm 
with an apparent enthusiasm which certain- 
ly did not extend to the rest of her body. 
At times this peculiarity led to annoying re- 
sults, as, for example, when the German 


woman attended church, and, becoming 
greatly pleased with the sermon, wagged her 
arm so violently against the side of the 
benck on which she was sitting that the 
preacher paused and requested that some 
one ‘‘ would put that dog out.’ 

Beyond any question this peculiar con- 
duct of the woman’s arm was due to the 
fact that the tail-muscle retained its original 
caudal qualities. Though transplanted and 
made to do duty in the place of a human 
biceps, it still retained its early habits. In 
view of the vast importance of these facts, 
itis wonderful that they were not laid be- 
fore the Imperial Medical Congress, for if 
it is well established that a muscle will 
always retain more or less of its original 
functions, no matter where it may be placed, 
the tail-muscles of dogs will be used spar- 
ingly and cautiously by conscientious sur- 
geons, 


If the useful quality of common sense 
were an attribute of Peruvian statesman- 
ship, Minister Logan would probably suc- 
ceed in arranging a peace between Peru and 
Chili on the presentation of facts made in 
his letter to Vice-President Montero. He 
informs the acting Peruvian Executive that 
he has secured a modification of the 
terms of the Trescot protocol, which were 
so severe that our Government felt com- 
pelled to withdraw its good offices. Chili 
is now ready to conclude a peace on the 
basis of the cession of Tarapaca and the 
sale to her of Tacna and Arica, for which 
she agrees to pay $10,000,000, in three an- 
nual installments. If this offer is refused, 
Chili will, no doubt, take all three of 
the Provinces and pay Peru nothing at all. 
While holding the proposition open, the 
Chilian Government declines to treat with 
President CALDERON, stilla prisoner in its 
keeping, on the ground that by summoning 
the Peruvian Congress to meet in March 
Montero has virtually deprived CaLDERON 
of all authority to represent Peru. Dr. 
Loean’s letter was written Nov. 13. Later 
events indicate that it produced no effect 
upon the mind of Montero. Unfortunately, 
our Minister has to deal, in his friendly ne- 
gotiation, with men puffed up with the in- 
ordinate vanity of the Latin races, and less 
mindful of the woes and needs of their coun- 
try than of their own selfish ambition. He 
will doubtless fail in his well-meant efforts. 
In that case there will be very little left for 
us to do on the west coast in the way of 
pacification. 


Attention has hitherto been called by Toe 
Tnres to the fact that business is done very loosely 
and irregularly in the Court of Special Sessions. 
It is to be expected that such men as sit as magis- 
trates of that court should act with disregard of 
regularity. They have small knowledge of law, 
and little or nothing of the judicial faeulty. Most 
of them are on the Bench because they are poli- 
ticians without personal followers. They are val- 
uable as advisers in the comncils of the ‘* bosses,” 
and they have been compensated for their advice 
by appointments as Police Justices. Another illus- 
tration of the improper manner in which they per- 
form their duties is given by the fact that Judge 
Barrett, in Supreme Court, Chambers, has 
discharged from prison a woman whom 
three of them convicted of assault and 
battery and sentenced te the City Prison 
for fifteen days, without giving her an oppertunity 
to make a defense which she claimed to have. In 
directing her discharge Judge Barrett saidthat 
the Court of Special Sessions had violated her con- 
stitutional right to be heard fully in her own be- 
half. The woman was charged with having cruelly 
beaten her ciiild—a girl of 13 years. On the day 
before that appointed for her trial her counsel ob- 
tained from one of the Justices of the court an 
adjournment of the trial for the reason that he 
had some other business to attend to. No record 
was made of the fact of the adjournment, and, 
therefore, when her case was reached on the calen- 
dar she was called to the bar. Without counsel 
or witnesses, and excited by her condition so that 
she could say but little in her defense, she 
was convicted and sentenced. Meantime the 
magistrate who had granted the adjournment 
made no sign, but, it is said, stood by a stove, pay- 
ing little attention to the case. An application for 
a new trial for the woman was denied on the 
ground that the court had no power to grant it. 
Before ordering her absolute discharge,, Judge 
Barrett remarked that the Justices of the Court 
of Special Sessions had no more right to treat her 
as they did than they have to order any citizen 
passing the Tombs to be arrested, and, upon his 
arraignment before them, to arbitrarily order him 
to be putin prison. As they exceeded their juris- 
diction it would be a good thing if they were sued 
and made to pay damages for false imprisonment.

The resignation of the Rev. A. H. Macron- 
ocutz, at the suggestion of the late Archbishop of 
Canterbury, has won for him, as the informa; 
private letter of the late Archbishop has gained for 
the Primate’s memory, the loving and hearty grat- 
itude of the great mass of the English people. 
Dr. Tarr was the virtua! author of the aet 
for the regulation of public worship which 
was framed in 1874 as a means of repress- 
ing ritualism. He was, no doubt, the spokes- 
man of the English people-at that time, the major- 
ity of whom had set their faces resoluteiy against 
ritualism, but the wholesome feeling for sturdy 
independence which has always been a strong 
point in the English.character was touched by the 
stalwart resistance of Mr. Macxonocure to the 
judgments pronounced against him by the court 
over which Lord Penzance presides, and the more 
recent cases of what the ritualists call persecution, 
notably that of the Rev. S. F. Grezn, have been so 
manifestly unjust and were gotten up so plainly by 
the party of tke Church Association for the pur- 
pose of manufacturing partisan capital that the 
average Englishman, now better acquainted with 
the symbols of ritualism than he was ten years ago, 
has come to feel an unexpected sympathy fer the 
persecuted party. Public opinion in England has 
visibly changed, and the private request made of 
Mr. Macxonocute by the late Archbishop that he 
should resign the benefice of St. Albans and take a 
troublesome case out of the courts by removing 
the oause of its existence, not as an indication 
that he was beaten, but in the interests of 
the peace of the Chureh, which had been 
disturbed by the ritual prosecutions, came at just 
the time when both the letter and the consent of 
Mr. Macxonocare to yield his place were calcu- 
lated to touch Englishmen’s hearts in the right 
place. The dying act of Archbishop Tarr virtually 
ends the ritual prosecations and begins a period of 
cessation from ecclesiastical warfare. The Church 
Association and the Chureh Union, representing, 
respectively, the two extreme parties, have done 
all they could to foment disturbances that ought 
never to have existed in a comprehensive body 
like the Church of England. Their sphere is now 
immensely contracted. The ritual commission is 
reaching a solution of this whole matter, and its 
conclusions, which will soon be made public, will 
be discussed on their merits, not amid the bitter- 
ness of freshly kindled party spirit. The only con- 
dition made by Mr. Mackonocurs, in giving up his 
parish, was that he should not be deprived of his 
freedom to take duty in the diocese of London, 
where he belongs, and se conciliatory was Bishop 
Jackson on this point, though no pledges were 
given, that Mr. Mackonocnurz, as the suocessor of 
“Father Lowpsr” in St. Peter's, London Docks, 
is in a better parish than he had before.

The California Academy of Sciences seems 
to be powerfully wrought up over statistics sab- 
mitted by various members showing that during 
the past decade the meteorological and seismo- 
logical conditions of the Pacific coast have ma- 
terially altered. Not only has the number of earth- 
quakes been less, but their violence has greatly 
abated. During the previous decade three shocks 
occurred which destrayed both life and nroperty 
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to great. extent—the ‘“‘temblor” of Oct. 8, 1865, 
which was felt from Fort Yuma, Cal., to Vancouves 
Island, and as far east as Virginia City, Nev.; that 
of Oct. 21, 1868, centred at-San Leandro, near Say 
Francisco,.in which 13 lives were lost.and $2,000,004 
in chimneys, window glass, and plaster destroyed, 
and the shock at Inyo, Cal., im 1872, whick an. 
nihilated the town and killed 47 persons in 1€ sec. 
onds. Besides these there were many other shocks 
of less intensity,in which property was damaged, 
but no fatalities occurred. In the decade just - 
passed there were many shocks recorded by the 
seismograph, but comparatively few were per 
ceptible to.the people, and none did any damage 
worth mentioning.“ The meteorological changes 
have scarcely been less remarkable. San Fran 
ciseo has been freer from high winds and suddeg 
changes, and even the fogs are said to be greatly 
diminished in frequency and density. The experi. 
ment, begun in 1872, of sowing the sand-hills lying 
around Black Point, the Presidio, and between 
Lone Mountain and the Cliff House with 
the wild lentil has proved a perfec4 
success as @ preventive of the sand-storms 
which were so distressing in former years, 
and they are nowunknown. In other portions of the 
State great changes are said to have been steadily 
progressing, localities subject to drought in former 
years now being favored with regular rains, and 
vice versa. To account for these phenomena the 
scientists have advanced a multitnde of theories, 
some rational and others absurd. The favorite 
and ridiculous explanation of the diminution ig 
number and violence of earthquakes is that the net- 
work of railroads now covering the State distrib- 
utes the accumulating electricity of the clouds, 
which many members of the Academy hold to be 
the cause of the convulsions. Others claim that 
the earth’s§crust is thinner on the Pacific coast 
than elsewhere, but has of late grown thicker in 
the process of cooling, and is no longer subject ta 
agitation by the molten tides within. Tothis same 
cooling process they likewise trace the meteor- 
ological change, arguing that less terrestrial heal 
now escapes, and the influence of the seasons is, 
therefore, more strongly felt. To the geologist, 
who knows that the cooling of the earth’s crust ig 
a matter of ages, not decades, this is somewhat 
untenable, but it has seemed to please the Academy 
wondcrfally. Still another, and more rational the 
ory of the meteorological condition now existing 
is that the destruction of forcsts and the planting 
of immense areas in wheat haveso altered the dew- 
point in various localities by increasing or dimin- 
ishing the earth’s local radiation as to account for 
the changes noted.

The widow, who died in'18S0, of a surgeon 
named BrapsHaweE, left $5,000 to the English Col- 
lege of Surgeons, as much to the College of Physt/ 
cians, to provide for an annual lecture to bear bid 
name. The first was given last month by thai 
greatsurgeon and most cultivated man, Sir Jawes 
Paget, on “Some Rare and New Diseases.” I 
abounds with research and interest. He said that 
of course many diseases that seem new—Bright’s 
disease, for instance—have merely been over 
looked, but however much of what seems to be 
new we may justly ascribe to previous oversigbt, 
there.yet seems to be evidence enough that new 
diseases are in progress of evolution. Of a pecu- 
liar joint disease discovered by M. Cuarcor, Sty 
James said: “I believe there is not an old speci< 
men (of bones so diseased) in our museums; there i¢ 
not one in the Musée Dupuytren. I cannot finde 
notice or illustration of one, and yet this disease is 
now so far from being very rare that Dr. Brezzann 
has had nine cases under his eye at onetime.” After 
giving several other interesting illustrations, Sis 
James said in all these facts there is enough not 
indeed to prove, but to justify, the belief that wa 
have here examples of diseases which have ap 
peared in this country for the first time within the 
century, and have since become sufficiently fre 
quent and acquired sufficiently constant and dis 
tinctive character to be described in general terms 
and called by newnames. His hypothesis is that 
sueh diseases are among the instances of the re- 
sults of morbid conditions, changing and com. 
bining in transmission from parents to offspring. 
Sir James laid very great stress on the value of 
museums, in which changes of structure may 
be preserved for study and comparison. “ We 
ought to have in our museums specimens in whieh 
we might study all the gradations of change of 
strueture from type to type, all the changes due ta 
mingling of forms, all varieties of diseases, all hy- 
brid forms. We need to be abie to study all these 
things as the naturalist or comparative anatomist 
needs his specimens.”

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A PRINCESS MUCH PIQUED 


JHE PEOPLE OF OTTAWA 
VERY UNHAPPY. 

RELATIONS BETWEEN THE PRINCESS LOUISE 
AND LADY MACDONALD WHICH WILL 


MAKE THE CAPITAL DULL. 

Ortawa, Jan. 1.—The announcement 
that her Royal Highness the Princess Louise 
is to be absent from Ottawa all the Winter 
bas caused great disappointment here, as the 
Parliamentary session to be opened on Feb. 
8 was looked forward to by the fashionable 
folks of Canada with hopeful satisfaction. It 
was to be the last season of Lord Lorne’s term 
as Governor-General, and many brilliant en- 
tertainments were expected. The last Winter 
of the stay of the Princess in Canada was to 
be made memorable. The tradespeople of 
Ottawa expected a rich harvest, and they do 
pot now conceal their chagrin at the turn 
affairs have taken. The visit of the vice- 
regal party to British Columbia seems to

have been a pleasant one, and their 
return to the capital was expected 
about Dec 20. The announcement 


that the Marquis and Princess and their suite 
were to travel in the Southern States until 


February caused a little surprise, which soon 

to disgust when it was stated, on un- 
questionable authority, that the Princess was 
to pass the Winter in Bermuda. The expect- 
ed gay season will not, therefore, be very gay, 
and many Americans who selected apartments 
here for the Winter wil! doubtless be obliged 
to seek pleasure elsewhere, - 

Many were disposed to find fault with the 
Princess for thus deliberately turning ber back 
ppon Canada and the Canadians. Business 
men viewed the matter in the light of dollars 
and cents, while patriotic individuals pro- 
claimed that her Royal Highness had thrown 
away a splendid opportunity of making Cana- 
da popular with the people of the Old World. 
Others asserted that they always knew the ex- 
periment of transplanting royalty to this 
country would be a failure, and that it was a 

jece of gross stupidity ever to suppose that 
tne daughter of Britain’s Queen would find 
congenial! society among the plebeian races in- 
habiting the wilds of North America. But apart 
from ali these, there are ‘‘ knowing ones” who 
stand up for her Royal Highness and insist 
that she is not in any degree to blame, and that 
the responsibility for her absence must rest 
with the Canadian peeple themselves. Inshort, 
persons who profess to belong to the inner 
circle confidently assert that the Princess 
Louise refuses to remain in Ottawa because of 
the repugnance which she entertains toward 
Lady Macdonald, wife of Sir John A. Mac- 
donald, Premier of the Dominion. Ladies and 
tlemen known to enjoy the confidence of 
9 Royal Highness who have been spoken to 
on the subject do not deny that such is the 
true cause of Louise’s continued absence from 
Canada. In fact, since the assertion has been 
blicly made there are few who seem to doubt 
r It is further stated that the result of the 
elections in June last was extremely 
isappointing to her Royal Highness, who 
hoped that Sir John Macdonald’s Government 
might be defeated and Lady Macdonald’s dom- 
ination over society circles thus brought to an 
end, 

The Marquis of Lorne and the Princess 
Louise arrived in Canada in November, 1878. 
Sir Joba A. Macdonald had then just been re- 
turned to power by an overwhelming major- 
ity. He and his friends had been for five long 
years in opposition, and were disposed to ex- 
ercise their newly gained power to the utmost 
degree. Sir John’s Government is one of 
almost purely personal rule. His will is law 
in all councils as well as at the Execu- 
tive Boar He selects for his colleagues 
usually men of pliable nature, who are never 
great sticklers for matters of principle, and 
these he rules absolutely. He feels that with- 
out him his party could not exist an hour, 
and that his followers are under greater 
obligations to him than he is_ to 
them. Lady Macdonald, who has been cruelly 
described as “‘a masculine-looking wom- 
an, with a wart on her cheek,” partakes large- 
ty of her husband’s feelings and ambitions, 
and sesks to rule in society as Sir John does in 
politics. When the Princess was installed as 
mistress of Rideau Hall, it soon became evi- 
dent that Lady Macdonald was anxious to 
$3 ” her. She sought to monopolize 
more than an ordinary share of the Princess’s 
attentions, and endeavored to thrust her per- 
sonality into everything connected with 
Rideau Hall affairs. It is even stated that she 
wentso far as to advise the Primcess in the 
matter of selecting her personal friends. Her 
Royal Highness, although reputed to be of a 
most amiable temperament, is possessed of all 
the Guelph dignity.and promptly resented what 
she thought to be an unwarranted interference 
with the affairs of royalty, even coming, as it 
did, from a Prime Minister’s wife, and gave 

y Macdonald te understand that there was 
a limit to her forbearance. Lady Macdonald, 
however, was not to be so easily beaten upen 
her own ground. and on all public occasions 
took care to oo more prominently if pos- 
sible than the ee aaa ath ey 
of patr: at her disposal, she epton 
hand = selieue of admirers and fiatterers, 
She was destincd, however, soon to receive a 
severe snubbing. One evening when her Royal 
Highness was **at home” y Macdonald ap- 
on the scene with ber usual bevy of 
mal friends. There were not many others 
resent, but among these was a pretty French 
lady, the wife of a Senator. To this 
lady the Princess Louise was _ par- 
ticularly attentive. Entering into conver- 
pation with her in French, she soon 
w quite interested, for the Senmator’s wife, 
Costes being young and comely, was well edu- 
cated, and traveled in Europe. Neither 
Lady Macdonald nor any of her friends under- 
stood a word of French, and it is easy to im- 
agine how humiliated they felt as the conver- 
sation proceeded; finally, a 4 took their de- 
pate in high dudgeon. The “coolness” be- 
her ladyship and the Princess had there- 
fore culminated in an open rupture, and the 
former was of sufficient power to 
make matters often exceedingly unpleasant 
for ihe Princess. Thus matters continued dur- 
Ing the Winter and ee of oie = 
, ble p regardi e relations be- 
ieban: the Gaus and the Princess, which 
s00n pervaded all the Canadian cities, was 
thought toemanate from Stadacona Hall, the 
Premier’s seat. 
The Princess was obliged to take in 
public balls and dinners, and to mingle with 
eople neither the most accomplished nor the 
Pest behaved. Some of the scenes enacted at 
Rideau Hail toward the closing hours of some 
“grand balls’? have become historic. The 
thampagne furnished by the Canadian Gov- 
ment is never of the best qualitv, and the 
Princess would often be led down to dinner by 
some half-fuddled old ex-Governor, Governor, 
or Chief-Justice, whose conversation would 
not be always of the most entertaining de- 
scription. In March, 1881, the Princess met 
with a serious accident while on her way from 
Rideau Hall to attend a reception in the Sen- 
ate Chamber, and as soon as her bealth was 
sufficiently restored she departea for England, 
remaining for more than ayear. While here her 
only pleasure seemed to be in avoiding society 
as much as possible, and having occasional 
boating excursions with some of the “nice 
men” comprising her suite. That her health is 
aot very good is admitted, but few believe that 
feeble health is the real cause of her determina- 
tion to spend the Winter in Bermuda. 

Lady Macdonald’s ambition is far from satis- 
fied. Having driven the Princess out of the 
field, she aspires to become mistress of Rideau 
Hall herself, and, with that end in view, has, 
yhrough her agents, started an agitation in 
favor of her husband’s appointment to the 
Governor-Generalship. veral Canadian 
newspapers have been induced to publish 
articles in support of Sir John’s candidature, 
endit is believed that the agitation which is 
now being openly conducted in his favor is not 
without bis consent.

MR. LESTER WALLACE. 

It has been Mr. Lester Wallack’s custom 
during many years to perform at his own theatre 
occasionally, though of late he has shown a dis- 
position to stay as much as possible in the back- 
ground. The disposition is unfortunate, at least 
for a public which admires him and whicb takes a 
very keen pleasure in his acting. Since his new 
theatre waz opened, more than a yearago, Mr. 
Wallack failed to appear there asap actor until last 
night, when he came forward amid the friendiy and 
sympathetic plaudits of a brilliant assemblage—as 
Hugh Chaicote in “Ours.” Mr. Wallack is not one 
of those actors who show their age unpleasantly— 
who are old simply because they areold. He is 
not, of course,@ young man. Few persons who 
have passed the melancholy cross-road of a half- 
century are young men. But the youtbful- 
ness, the gay and graceful insouciance, of 
some of our elderly contemporaries is 
really exhilarating, and makes us _ feel 
that time, after all, does not invariably have 
the best of it in sub-solar life. Mr. Wallack is, as it 
were,-in a beautiful state of preservation—vital 
preservation, that istosay. His form is erect and 
elegant, his manner not wanting in its traditional 
and Apollonian charm, his action vigorous and 
without suggestions of rheumatism. He is still a 
genuine light comedian, and tho sparkle of 
his Spring-day spirit has flown, apparently, 
to the roots of his hair, which is now colored, by 
nature, silver gray. Mr. Wallack has, perhaps, 
lost his versatility with the progress of years; 
amorous and romantic lovers are no longer in his 
line of work; but ina restricted field—in charac- 
ters, for instance, like Prosper Couramont and 
Chaicote—he is an actor with a rare style, 
a man of the world who can depict the 
man of the world, a delicate and artistic 
humorist. As a manager, Mr. Wallack is, 
one is apt to think, rather too conservative 
for these radical days. His faith in British plum 
pudding is somewhat far-tetched. The production 
of plays like “Taken from Life” and “ The 
Queeén’s Shilling” exhibits his aimable weakness. 
It is always a temptation to intimate that his 
theatre, which is a house with a stable purpose, 
needsa certain rough grain of courage and in- 
dependence. But the motives of Mr. Wallack 
asa manager.are certainly either the motives of one 
who desires to cultivate his personal ideal of refine- 
ment and taste, or of one who is too cynical to 
measure his public with proper breadth of view. 
The reappearance of Mr. Wallack on his own stage 
will, it is hoped, add a new zest to his season and 
supply an impulse to it which even the impeccable 
Mrs. Langtry could not supply. His return is an 
altogether happy event, and the audience expressed 
this opinion demonstratively in applause. At the 
end of the first act Mr. Wallack made a 
brief and appropriate speech. The cast, on 
the whole, was ably composed last evening, 
for it included Mr. Wallack as Chalcote, Mr. John 
Gilbert as Sir Alexander Shendryn, Miss Germon as 
Mary Netley, and Mme. Ponisi as Lady Shendryn. 
The new-comers were Mr. William Herbert as 
Lieut. Angus McAllister, Mr. C. P. Flockton as 
Prince Perovsky, and Miss Adela Measor as Blanche 
Hay. There was the customary brass band on 
the stage at the end of the second act, and the 
stirring strains of “ The Girl I Left Behind Me” 
moved the audience as they have moved many 
Wallack audiences in days which are growing to 
be rose-hued reminiscences. 

Mr. Wallack acted with his usual spirit and 
ready intelligence, ana was always entertaining. 
His performance of Chaicote has been frequently 
described, so that a description of it isnot required 
now. But we may point out again that Mr. Wa)l- 


lack’s talent and training fit him excel- 
lently for characters like Chalcote. The 
character is a generous, brave, loyal 


hearted wag—thke kind of character that the world 
never fails to appreciate. The world, it seems to 
ns, distrusts men who are entirely serious. It 
loves, we are told, alover, but it loves equally a 
humorist who can be serious. Chalcote, in ‘* Ours,” 
and Sardou’s Covramont are fellows of this bright 
stamp. Shakespeare’s Benedick might be put in 
the’same class with them, if Benedick were less 
of the imagination of poetry. Mr. Walluck un- 
derstands the fun-loving, half-earnest, yet 
sound and strong. personality of Chalcote, and he 
identifies himseif delichtfully with this personality. 
His jesting is too good-natured to be ill-natured: 
his cynicism is seen at once to be wholly on the 
surface; his treatment of those whom Chaicote 
serves is managed in a brightly careless spirit; 
and, at the end, his heroism has in it all the 
elements of the ludicrous, and is not, 
however, ludicrous. Mr. Wallack carries 
the part with buoyant assurance and without 
the least effort—and that is how the part should be 
carried. Mr. Gilbert, who has had all the honors 
recently in a revival of *‘Old Heads and Young 
Hearts,”” made the most that he could make of old 
Sir Alexander, though the character amounts to 
little, while Miss Germon and Mme. Ponisi 
were observed with interest in parts acted 
by them on several unforgotten occasions. 
Mr. Herbert, who is a gentlemanly man and a con- 
scientious actor, but whe has not been found satis- 
factory in his place at this theatre, was acceptable 
as Lieutenant MeAllister, but one must compare 
him, in rather mournful memory, with Mr. Mon- 
tegue. The latter, often an overweighted actor, 
gave to this character and to like characters a 
really exquisite touch. Mr. Montague had a pecu- 
liar charm of style, a charm which cannot be 
learned, and he acted from a free and spontaneous 
spirit: but Mr. Herbert appears to act at all times 
under constraint, without grace or elasticity. Mr. 
Flockton, who is a useful actor, and Miss Measor, 
who is frequently a pleasing actress, treated their 
parts with good taste. The play—which is one of 
the cleverest things of its light kind—was put upon 
the stage in fresh and attractive scenery. 

There is no doubt that Mr. Wallack’s engagement 
will be extremely popular. “Ours” will be re- 
peated for the present, and will, perhaps, be suc- 
ceeded shortly by another comedy chosen from Mr. 
Wallack’s repertory. This engagement will, how- 
ever, be short, and will end, it is now said, on the 
22d inst., when “‘ The Silver King” is to be produced 
for the first time here. Mr. Osmund Tearle, Nr. 
Kelsey, and Miss Coghlan will appear in *‘ The Silver 
King,” which isspoken of in England as a fine 


drama.

HERR BARNAY IN NEW-YORK. 

Herr Ludwig Barnay, the distinguished Ger- 
man actor, made his first appearance in this coun- 
try at the Thalia Theatre last evening in the title 
réle of Shakespeare's tragedy, **Coriolanus.”” The 
version of the play was almost a literal translation 
into German of the original, and was the same 
as that in which the actor won such a 
notable success abroad. In its leading motive and 
in its display of character the tragedy lacks many 
of the eiements which appeal strongly to the popu- 
lar heart, and he must needs be a master of the 
dramatic art who can make the public sympathize 
with the mixture of arrogance, self-will, and per- 
sonal bravery which animate the principal character 
of the play. The hero has in him little of the 
heroic, especialiy in the modern understanding and 
application of the term. His strife is not for an 
abiding principle. He hates the rulgus, and he 
takes every opportunity of showing openly his 
aversion to and disgust for the very populace 
whose votes he solicits to place himself in power. 
He is brave even to recklessness, but his bravery 
seems to be the inheritance of his mother, a Roman 
matron of the type of her who, giving her son 
his shield of battle, told him to come back honora- 
bly with it oruponit. His patriotism, too, is of a 
rather doubtful quality. He wins victories for 
Rome, but betrays the interests of the State, and 
proves her greatest scourge rather than submit to 
what all others have been qilling to do in courting 
popular favor. To make such a traitor acceptable 
needs a high and a cunning art for its accomplish- 
ment. That Herr Barnay succeeded in the effort 
was made very evident last evening by the repeat- 
ed outbursts of applause and the frequent recalls 
which his acting provoked. 

His first entrance upon the stage was the signal 
fora hearty and enthusiastic welcome. His ap- 
pearance was greatly in his favor. Ho looked 
manly, and every inch like the ideal of 
one of the martial Romans in Macaulay's 
“Lays.” His carriage was graceful and his enun- 
ciation resonant and distinct. His faee, at times, 
with features set as though in firm resolve, lit up 
and became most mobile in displaying emo- 
tion, and there was an earnestness about bis 
way of saying things which showed how thor- 
oughly the man had been sunk in the actor. 
His remarks to the Roman mob and subsequently 
to the soldiers whom he led into Corioli were 
both fine bits of declamation in which 
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the whole man spoke, features and limbs 
and carriage of the body and attitude. The 
efforts at dissembling his true feelings in the 
second act, where Marcius is depicted as 
asking for the suffrages of the citizens, were also 
thoroughly in keeping with the character that 
Shakespeare drew. But it was in defying tbe 


wrath of the tribunes and the people that 
the full strength of Herr Barnay’s art frst 
showed itself. With the ckill and the feeline 


of the true artist was uttered the resolve 
to brave all and suffer all rather than yield, and in 
the exclamations there was not the slichtest touch 
of rant. In the scene at the city gate, where 
Coriolanus takes leave of his mother and wife, 


Herr Barnay was very affecting, and subse- 
quently where the hero appears in the 
vestibule of the residence of his enemy, 


the Volcian General, Aufidius, the actor's manner 
and bearing were such as seemed to cive new justi- 
fication, beyond what the spoken lines afford, for 
the traitorous course he was about to pursue. The 


representation by him of steadfastness of purpose | 


in the scene where Coriolanus resists every entreaty 
to spare his native city, but finally yields to the en- 
treaties of his mother and wife, was extremely 
powerful and unaffected. And, finally, in the 
scene where the hero meets his death the actor 
gave a nobility to the character which brought to it 
more of sympathetic appreciation than wasits due. 
Taken asa whole, the performance by Herr Bar- 
nay was one of the most finished and natural that 
has been seen in this City formanyayear. The 
character, as he portrayed it, was a completed 
work of art, most delicately wrought, and its ap- 
preciation, generous as it was, by the audience, 
Was no more than its due. 

Of the supporting cast mention should be made, 
first of all, of Herr Liipschiitz's Menenius—the 
stanch friend of the hero and the only lovable 
character in the play—which was noteworthy for 
its excellence in all its details. Herr Reinau made 
a good Cominius, and Herr Bollmann gave 
avery cood personation of Tullus Aufidius. The 
Volumnia of Frau Galster was rather uneven, but 
was in some places powerful, notably so in the 
parting scene in the fourth act.

LAW-MAKERS IN SESSION 


OPENING OF THE LEGISLATURES 
OF VARIOUS STATES. 

GOV. WALLER’S MESSAGE IN CONNECTICUT— 

NORTH CAROLINA FINANCES—DISPENS- 

ING WITH OFFICES IN PENNSYLVANIA. 


HARTFORD, Jan. 3,—The Connecticut Legis- | 


lature was organized to-day by the choice of the 
Hon. Robert Coit President pro tem. of the 


Senate and Charles P. Woodbury Clerk, and the | 


eleetion of Charles H. Pine Speaker, and Donald G. 
Perkins and D. W. 
There was a very lively stir over the black ballot 
question which broke in upon the inaugural cere- 
monies, and promised fora time to carry over the 
Gubernatorial programme for another day, and 
perhaps for several days. In the Senate a resolu- 
tion was passed by the Republicans validating 
the illegal ballots, but when it got 
into the House it was made the 
subject of protracted debate. The Democrats 
claimed that the General Assembly had no official 
notice of illegal ballots, to which the Republicans 
replied that common report was sufficient to ex- 
cuse action. Then it was argued with some force 
that a resolution could not lessen the force of a 


public act if the ballots were illegal. At last the 
two houses passed a bill for a public act, intro- 
duced by Mr. Troup. Democrat, of New-Haven, 
which validated all illegal ballots heretofore cust 
without reference to political parties, and then 
followed the declaratory resolutions electing Mr. 
Waller and the other officers chosen on the face of 
the returns, 

All this time the waiting State officials were In a 
stute of mind, as the day was long and vexatious. 
It was publicly announced in the House that Mr. 
Waller himself was favorable to the passage of the 
original Republican resolution, but the ardent de- 
baters on the Democratic side said it made no 
difference to them what he might think. They 
were contesting a principle, and most of the party 
voted in favor of a motion to indefinitely postpone 
the resolution. It was given out by legal gen- 
tlemen on both sides of the House that 
the law of the legalizing bill, which made all bal- 
lots for ali time legal ballots, w..uld affect persons 
held for frauds upon the ballot-box and now in 
prison for the crime. Again, it was said that the 
act throws a eloud upon the title of the Governor. 
If it were of any effect, it was to allow technical 
claim to be made when the signature of the Execu- 
tive was obtained in certain cases, but the courts 
would undoubtedly hold that the bill could have 
no such effect, though quibbles might be made be- 
fore the question was finally settled. 

Gov. Waller met the General Assembly tn joint 
convention at 4:30 o’clock. The oath of office was 
administered by Chiet-Justice Park. and the Gov- 
ernor read his inaugural address. He recommends 
the passage of laws facilitating the act of voting. 
and providing that no contributions of money 
shall be made by any candidate for office for elec- 
tion purposes, and that before taking office the 

erson elected shall make oath that he has not vio- 
ated this statute. He makes astrong plea for civil 
service reform, and suggests the expediency of 
conferring upon women the same public rights 
that they have in New-York and Massachusetts. 
The funded debt of the State on Jan. 1, 1883, was 
$4,590,600. He suggests some legislation to afford 
better provision for the care of the 5,000 neglected 
and dependent children in the State, and considers 
that, as the terms of the State courts are so incon- 
veniently arranged, a law should be passed pro- 
viding that tne Superior Court shail be always 
open, that complaints shall be returnable on cer- 
tain days of each month, and that the Judges shell 
annually fix the terms of its sessions of court in 
each county for trial of cases. It has cost for the 
education ef 121,185 children in the public schools 
for the last year $1.563,065. Of this the State paid 
$222,773. Latest statistics of the insurance com- 
— of the State show that the fire companies 
lave over $23,000,000 of assets and the life com- 
panies over $105,000,000. 

He recommends a law requiring the tax-payer to 
report to the Assessors all the property owned by 
him. and another law for the recovery of taxes on 
property which has not been previously assessed. 
He favors the correction and amendment of the 
Sunday laws, which he considers too incongru- 
ous. e considers that if the Legislature fails to 
approve the proposed amendment prohibiting the 
sale of liquors it would not injure the cause of 
morality or temperance, there being little occasion 
for constitutional prohibition. He offers a sugges- 
tion for the improvement of the local license law, 
which he considers a necessity. He does not favor 
an increase of the Governor's salary, but does favor 
a more general publication and distribution of the 
public laws for the benefit of the people, and con- 
cludes by stating the necessity for curtailing spe- 
cial legislation. 


HARRISBURG, Jan. 3.—After the election’ of 
minor offices in the House of Representatives this 
morning a resolution was unanimously adopted 
declaring that as the late elections in this State are 
accepted as an indication thatthe people are de- 
termined to exact from their representatives a 
strict aceount of the trust confided to them, the 
session of 1883 should be distinguished by a close 
and constant application to business, by a suppres- 
sion of all useless offices, a reduction of the expenses 
of the House, and an early adjournment. In the 
Senate a resolution was presented and referred to 
the Judiciary Committee, when appointed, to 
ascertain what officers could be dispensed with by 
that body and providing that no election of minor 
offices be held until the committee shall report. 
Without transacting any other business of im- 
portance, and to allow the Speakers time to make 
up their committees, both houses adjourned until 
Tuesday next. 

In the Democratic caucus this morning a special 
committee reported that some 14 offices could be 
safely dispensed with, but that the law of 1874 
made it mandatory upon the part of the House to 
elect them. A resolution was then offered that no 
election for such officers be held for 80 days in or- 
der to allow a bill to be passed abolishing these of- 
fices. The resolution was discussed, but without 
decisive action. 


RALEIGH, N. C., Jan. 3.—The Legislature of 
North Carolina met to-day and organized. The 
Democrats have control of both Houses by a large 
majority. Lieut.-Gov. Robinson presided in the 
Senate. George M. Rose, of Cumberland, was 
elected Speaker of the House, and Robert M. Sher- 


man Clerk of the House. No other busi- 
ness was transacted. Gov. Jarvis wiil send 


in his Message to-morrow. State Treasurer Worth 
reports that of the unsecured debt $8,820.745 has 
been compromised for $2,600,641 in‘4 per cent. 
bonds, and $3,806,300 of old bonds remain out- 
standing. Of the North Carolina Railroad con- 
struction bonds $1,700,000 have been renewed 
under the contract for new 6 per cent. bonds, with 
the same security, leaving $1,075,000 still unex- 
chanced. Provision having been made for the pay- 
ment of interest on more 4 per cent. bonds than 
have been taken up there jis now $254,189 surplus in 
the treasury applicable to payment of interest 
when the bonds shall have been exchanged. The 
Senatorial election for the successor of Gen. M. W. 
Ransom takes place on Jan. 16. The Hon. W. T. 
Dortch, who served in the Confederate Senate, is 
Mr. Ransom's opponent. 


Boston, Jan. 3.—The Massachusetts Legis- 
lature organized at 11 o’clock this morning. In 
the Senate George G. Crocker, of Boston, Repubit- 
can, was elected President on the second ba!!ot by 
a vote of 22 to 15 tor the Hon. George A. Bruce, 
of Somerville. who received the Democratic 
votes. The House was organized by electing 
George A. Marden, of Lowell, who has been 
Clerk of the House for the last nine years, 
as Speaker, and Edward A. McLaughlin. of Boston, 
Jate Assistant Clerk, as Clerk. Mr. McLaughlin is 
a Democrat, and had 231 out of 283 votes. After 
some furiber routine business, the Legislature, 
with the First Corns of Independent Cadets, escort- 
ing Gov. Long. marched to the King’s Chapel, 
where the election sermon was preached by the 
Rev. R. K. Meredith, of South Boston, Congrega- 
tionalist. Gov. Butler’s inaugural address will be 
delivered to-morrow. 


DENVER, Col., Jan. 3.—The fourth Legisla- 
ture of Colorado was convened at noon to-day. 
The Senate organized by electing Rienzi Stretlor, 
of Boulder, President pro tem , and Reuben Berry, 
of Elbert, Secretary. The House elected E. A. Davis, 
of Lake. Speaker, and R. M. Stevenson,of Arapahoe, 
Chief Clerk. The Governor’s Message will be read 
in the Senate and House to-morrow at 10 o'clock. 
Nothing new has been developed in the Senatorial 
race. Each of the candidates has a strong follow- 
ing. and, while Pitkin will probably vake the lead 
at the start, the result cannot be predicted.

SALE OF $5,000,000 oF GENERAL MORT- 
GAGE BONDS—LAYING UP BURDENS, 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 3.—President Gowen, 
of the Reading Railroad Company, when asked as to 
the truth of the rumor noticed in Tar New-York 
Times to-day that he was negotiating for the sale 
of $5,000,000 of general mortgage bonds, said that 
he would say nothing on the subject before the 
publication of his plans for the relief of the com- 
pany. It was learned, however, from a leading 
financier of this city, who took a part of the bonds 
himself, that the sale had been consummated. 
The Reading general mortgage provides for four 


classes of bonds, comprising among others $5,000,- 
000 of 7 percents which have never been issued. 
It is these 7s whose sale has just been effected. 
They were sold foreash at par. The gentleman 
referred to, who has very intimate relations with 
Mr. Gowen, when asked how it could benefit the 
company to float this amount of bonds bearing 
such a high rate of interest, said that it would en- 
able the company to finish paying off its floating 
debt, redeem the Receiver’s certificates, and dis- 
charge the receivership. and that the 7 per cent. 
bonds could be cailed in and paid off at the 
pleasure of the company. It isknown to be Mr. 
Gowen’s opinion thet any or all of the general 
mortgage bonds can be called for the sinking fund 
of that loan, but many good lawyers do not agree 
with him on that point. 

The same gentleman eaid that the proposition to 
retire the junior securities of the company and to 
issue 5 per cent. consols in their place had been 
abandoned so far as the convertible debenture 
7s amounting to $10,422,900 were concerned, be- 
cause the holders of the 7s decline to make 
the exchance. But they have agreea to take 5 per 
cent. consols for three years interest on their 
7s. That is, they will surrender one year's 
coupons due and two years to become due for the 
same amount of 5 percent. consols. This will add 
$2,188,788 to the bonded debt of the company, and 
while it relieves the company of the payment of 
that much in interest during the next two years, it 
is really compounding interest and laying up bur- 
dens that will have to be metsome time. In the 
meantime, the whole amount of convertible 7s 
outstanding is not reduced at all. This sort of 
financiering may get the company ont of the Re- 
ceiver’s hands, but it is hard to see how it can be 
of any permanent benefit.

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THE NEW CONNECTICUT ROAD. 
WHAT IS SAID REGARDING THE PROJECTED 
PARALLEL RAILWAY. 


HARTFORD, Jan. 3.—The project for a new 
parallel road, detailed in these dispatches last 
night, is generally regarded as a bona fide move- 
ment. There appears to be no doubt that the con- 
solidated road regards it as a hostile enterprise 
from the direction its agents are taking, which 


seems to dispose of one of last night's rumors, that 
that road might be engineering it as a plan in part 
of itsown. The consolidated road managers re- 
gard it as a New-York and New-England Road 
movement, but are not quite clear what is to he 
done aboutit. They are fortifying,however,upon the 





theory that, while the application for a charter as | 


it rests is to build under the general railroad law, 
special legislation may be asked for. Your cor- 
respondent conversed to-day with one of the gen- 
tlemen named in the management, and he said 
there was no special oecasion for alarm on the part 
of the consolidated road, as there was no design to 
ask anything of the Legislature for any special 
privileges at the present session. The formalities 
required by the general law had been complied 
with, and the enterprise would proceed under that 
law during the present year, so as to satisfy the 
people of Connecticut that good faith was in- 
tended. 

If, however, there should be found entanglements 
under the general law which required removal to 
give greater facilities for construction, the next 
Legislature would be asked to supply all needed 
deficiencies. In this view of the case, the “ gentle- 
men of the third house,’ who have been attracted 
to Hartford to-day by the announcement of the 
filing of the charter. will have very little to do the 
present session. Of the alarm created in some 
railroad circles over the movement there can be no 
question, as there has been to-day a very busy 
movement among them, but, as the Legislature has 
adjourned to next Wednesday, it is probable that 
very little of public interest will develop before 
the two houses reassemble. 
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RAILWAY NOTES. 

Boston, Jan. 3.—There was a lively time at 
the Boston and Lowell Railroad Company's annual 
meeting to-day. Efforts were made to show that 
the Directors had not done the best possible for the 


interest of the corporation, and to place the names 
of E. B. Phillips, Edward A. Abbott, T. Quincy 
Brown, and J. Willis Johnson on the board. Thess 
gentlemen received only 650 out of 3,836 votes cast. 
The entire old board was re-elected. 


Cxicaco, Jan. 3.—The managers of the 
South-western railways failed to agree on a division 
of the passenger traffic and have adjourned until 
to-morrow. 


CINCINNATI, Jan. 3.—The purchasing Trus- 
tees whorecently bought the Marietta and Cincin- 
nati Railroad, at the judicial sale. have appointed 
J. H. Stewart, the late Receiver of the road, Gen- 
eral Manager. The name*of the road has been 
changed to the Cincinnati, Washington and Balti- 
more Railway. 


MONTREAL, Jan, 3.—It is stated here that 
C. J. Brydges, formerly Manager of the Grand 
Trunk Railroad, has beon appointed General Man- 
ager of the Canadian Pacific Railroad, and that 
Mr. Van Horne will look after the construction. 
It is also rnmored that the Grand Trunk Company 
has secured the Quebeo Central Road, running 
from Richmond to Levis. 


AvuGusTA, Ga., Jan. 3.—The Augusta and 
Knoxville Railroad Company has failed to pay the 
January interest on its bonds, amounting to $630.- 
000. A meeting of the stockholders has been called 
to endeavor to provide meansto pay the interest. 
The road is in operation from Augusta to Green- 
wood, S. C., a distance of 70 miles. 


CLEVELAND, Jan. 3.—The anrual meeting 
end election of officers of the Cleveland end Pitts- 
burg Railway was held here to-day. The reports 
show a prosperous year considering the protracted 
strikes at the Cleveland Railway Milis and other 
iron works on the line, and the dullness of the coal 
traffic, and strikes in the mines of the Cleveland 
and Pittsburg territory.

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THE MICHIGAN SENATORSHIT. 
DETROIT, Jan. 3.—The latest intelligence 
from Lansing would seem to indicate that the 


Senatorial question is likely to become se- 
riously complicated. It is now ascer- 
tained that at least 20 Republicans have 


signed an agreement not to go into caucus unless 
with the understanding that it shall take 67 
votes to make binding a nomination. This is 
just a majority of the whole Legislature, 
and the numberof Republican members is 82. It 
is equivalent to saying on the part of the 
minority that they will not go into caucus 
unless the majority have votes enough to get 
along without them. The majority is reported to 
haye secured the signatures of the majority of the 
Republican members of the Legislature to a call 
fora caucus to-morrow night, and they announce 
their purpose to hold one, as has always been done.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 
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The passenger station of the Central Road 
at Suspension Bridge was totally destroyed by fire 
on Tuesday night. The fire commenced at 11:30 
o'clock in the Grand Trunk ticket office, situated 
in about the centre of the building. The flames 
spread rapidiy and broke out along the entire roof, 
and in less than 10 minutes the wooden stracture 
was doomed. The building contained an eating- 
room, kept by George Monro, who loses every- 
thing and hasnoinsurance; Thomas Gaskins, news- 
stand, insured: the Western Union Telegraph 
office, the United States Customs branch office, and 
the ticket offices of the Central and Grand Trunk 
Railways. All the tickets on hand were burned. 
In the American I-xpress office all freight and val- 
uables were saved, as were also the United States 
mails and most of the baggage. The Western 
Hotel and the New-York Central House were in 
danger, but were saved by the well directed efforts 
of the firemen. The station was entirely destroyed 
in Jess than an hour. 


A fire broke out in Philadelphia shortly 
after 3 o’elock yesterday afternoon in the upper 
floor of the wholesale dry goods heuse of Hood, 
Bonbright & Co., at Eighth and Market streets. 
The flames were confined to thetwo upper floors, 
The building is an extension of the main estab- 
lishment of Hood, Bonbright & Co.. in Marxet- 
street, and isowned by the Kates estate. It was 
damaged to the amount of $10,000. The floors 


where the fire occurred were used for the 
storage of reserve stock, and contained be- 
tween $30,000 and $50,000 worth of 
goods, most of which had _ been placed 


there during the past three days. The goods were 

rincipally flannels and carpets. The entire build- 
ng was flooded. When the fire was discovered a 
panic ensned among some 20 girls who were at 
work on tne fourth floor. and they pourea down 
stairs pell mell, ail escaping without miury. The 
loss on the stock will not exceed $50,000, whichw 
fully covered by insurance in a number of comp@- 
nies, 

A fire shortly before midnight last night 
destroyed the passenger car construction shop of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company at 
Mount Clare, in Baltimore. The shop contained 
eight passenger cars, nearly completed, two cars 
undergoing repairs, and the private oar of the Third 
Vice-President of the company, all of which were 
destroved, besides which all the tools of the work- 
men were lost. The damage is estimated at from 
$30,000 to $40,000. 


A disastrous conflagration occurred at St. 
Joseph, Mo., at 10 o'clock yesterday morning. The 
fire began in an unused grain elevator of the Han- 
nibal and St. Joseph Railroad Company, and 
spread rapidly, destroying the old passenger depot 
of the above named read, with two box cars and 
several flat cars loaded with lumber; also a num- 
ber of small frame houses. The elevator origi- 
nally cost $100,000. 


The works that supply Bordentown, N. J., 
with water, with all their machinery, were de- 
stroyed by fireon Tuesday night. They were owned 
by a private company. At present the reservoirs 
are full of water, and the works will soon be put in 
working order again. It is stated that the fire was 
the work of an incendiary.

EXCITED ROMAN CATHOLICS 


(THE PROPOSED REMOVAL OF DEAD 
BODIES FROM. A: CEMETERY. 

‘a VIGOROUS PROTEST AGAINST CARRYING 
OUT THE PROJECT—SCENES AT A MEET- 


ING IN THE CATHEDRAL. 

St. Patrick’s Cathedral was the scene yes- 
freraay of one of the most exciting meetings that 
was ever held in a Roman Catholic church. The 
Trustees of the cathedral called a meeting of the 
pew-holders to take action in the proposed re-. 
moval ofthe human remains buried in the ceme- 
tery which is situated between Eleventh and 
Twelfth streets and First-avenue and Avenue A, 
and in response to the call about 50 gentlemen and 
ladies .whose friends are buried in the old grave- 
yard which is knownas the Catholic Cemetery 
assembled in the sacristy of the cathedral. Vicar- 
General Quinn presided, and made a short ad- 
dress in favor of removing the remains of the 
dead from the old Catholic Cemetery to Cal- 
vary Cemetery. He said it was intended to 
remove the grave-stones at the same time, and 
to mark the grave of each hody in Calvary as it 
bad been marked in the old cemetery. ‘* While I 
was acting as Pastor of St. Peter’s Church,’ said 
the Vicar-General, “an adjoining property-owner 
had some excavations made for building purposes 
which compelled him to dig beneath the walls of 
purchurob. In making his excavations he came 
npon a large quantity of human remains of which I 
had had no knowledge before. These remains 
‘were interred in Calvary, and in a Christian sense 
they were not disturbed. In the same Christian 
Bense the bodies buried in our old cemetery will not 
be disturbed by the transfer which the Trustees of 
this cathedral propose to make of their bones. The 
old cemetery has been neglected and has become a 


vene of desolation. The fences have been broken 

y boys, and stones, pieees of pottery, tin cans, and 
wther refuse have been thrown into it, until it has 
reached such a condition that it has become a great 
Bource of trouble to the church to arrange for 

rotecting its property against trespassers.’’ 

he Trustees, the speaker said, had consid- 
Bred the question thoroughly, and had come 
to the conclusion that it was proper to 
take some decisive action looking to the removal 
of the bodies to Calvary eer The land now 
used as a cemetery is very valuable, and the church 
can well afford to remove the bodies, with the 
head-stones, ana pay the expenses from the money 
which will be received from the sale of the lands. 
While the Trustees felt that they bad a legal right 
to take such action inthe matter as they saw fit, 
they also thought that it was right and proper to 
consult the pew-holders of the cathedral before 
taking any decisive step, and it was with the ob- 
ject of so consulting them that the present meeting 
"was called. 

When the Vicar-General concluded his remarks, 
ia lady sitting in the front row of seats arose and 
‘asked permission to be heard on the subject of the 
removal of her dead relatives who had been buried 
in the old Catholic Cemetery sinee 1832. “ Are you 
RB pew-bolder here ?” asked the Vicar-General. “I 

not a pew-holder,” the lady answered, * but I 
z2ve paid the regular interment fees for the burial 
of my father and mother in this cemetery and I 
demand the right to protest against the re- 
moval of their remains.” “‘This meeting,” said 
the Vicar-Generai., “is for pew-holders of the church 
only. and I can hear nothing from anybody who 
does not hold a pew in the cathedral.” The lady, 
who gave her name as Mrs. Flynn, insisted on be- 
ing heard, but Mr. Quinn insisted as strongly that 
the law of the church prevented him from receiv- 
ing her protest, and yielding to the dictates of ec- 
clesiastical law, the lady subsided. Arthur J. Dela- 
ney, a lawyer, then arose and began a protest 
against the disturbence of the bodies. Before he 
had said ten words the Vicar-General interposed 
him and asked, ** Are you a pew-holder, Sir?” “* No, 
am not a pew-holder,” said Mr. Delaney, “ but 
came here as the brother of two in- 
fant sisters and two infant brothers who were 
buried in the Catholic Coanatney between 1885 and 
1842, and I also appear in behalf of my wife’s 
father, James Smith, who was buried there in 1840. 
I claim the right to be heard in opposition to the 
roposed removal of their bodies, and if you re- 
use me a hearing under the laws of the church, I 
shall demand and secure one under the laws of the 
State of New-York.” 

“This meeting,” said the Vicar-General, rising 
and looking around upon the assembly, “isa meet- 
ing of the pew-holders of the cathedral. I cannot 
sonsider anything that is said by any person not a 
pew-holder. I request that all outsiders leave this 
room. I have the law by me, and I am acting 
Btrictly within the law.” 

Mr. Delaney made no motion toward the door, 
and his position was supported by the majority of 
the ladies and gentlemen who made up the bulk of 
the meeting. The Vicar-General called again and 
again on the outsiders to leave the room, while 
Mr. Delaney continued his address. “I was born 
in-the ,of the oid cathedral,” he said, “in 
3831. when the parish extended to the North River, 
and I have been a member of the church and lived 

the same vicinity from that time to the present. 

e church which controls this cemetery is not to 
be regarded as merely the cathedral. It is the 
tholic Church of this City, which embraces all 

i societies in the diocese. Every member is a 
corporator of this church under the law of New- 
York State, and asa corporator of the church I 
— my right to be heardon this important 
guesiion.” 

The Vicar-General—I will not hear you, Sir. You 
bave no right in this meeting at all. 

Air. Delaney—If you refuse to hear me now you 
wil oe. force me to appeal to a court of the 
lew ofthe State. While you are a doctor of the 
iaw of God you can rule in this sacred place, and I 
am compelled toyield to you here. ut lam a 
Soctor of tne law of the land, and if you deny my 
tight to be heard here I can compel you to hear 
me before the tribunals of the State. 

While Mr. Delaney was speaking Vicar-General 
Quinn was walking up and down the room, calling 
upon him to desist. telling him that he had no right 

to address the meeting at ajl, and asking ail except 
pew-holders in the cathedral to retire. In the 
midst of the confusion ex-Justice aguire 
Rrose and asked permission to speak. ‘I 

* gaia the Vicar-General, 

ch of ail ex- 

Sept pew-holders.” “I wish to say something 
before the outsiders go,” said Mr. Maguire, 
“which may simpify matters. It is certain that 
whether these bodies are removed now or not, 
they must be taken away sometime. If we do 
mot take action, our children or our grandchil- 
‘dren must do it. Now, why should the work not be 
done now, when the identity of the bodies can be 
eater determined than it cam be 50 years from 

ow?’ 

* Will the gentlemen and ladies who are not pew- 
Se in toe cathedral retire?’ saia the Vicar- 

neral. 

Slowly some 30 ladies and gentlemen moved to- 
‘ward the door. Mr. Delaney approached the Vicar- 
General, and handing him a letter, said: **I ex- 
pees just this kind of treatment, and, anticipat- 

it. I put my protest in writing. You can 
scarcely, even under the jaw of the church, refuse 
to receive it.”’ 

Mr. Quinn took the letter and tossed it on the 
table, and Mr. Hart, the sexton of the cathedral, 
held the door of the sacristy open for the un- 
Welcome guests to depart. “ us see,"’ shouted 
Mr. Delaney, “how many people are ieft 
to decide on our rights in this matter.” Standing 
ef the door, he counted 17 persons who remained 

the room claiming to be pew-holders. The door 
was finally shut in the face of some 30 ladies and 

mtiemen who have friends buried in the old 
tholic Cemetery, and these peopie held an in- 
formul meeting of their own inthe chancel of the 
gathedral. One lady objected to holding the 
eeting inthe presence of the Holy Sacrament, 
ut anotuer lady exclaimed fervently: “We are 
fightiug for the rights of our dead friends, and 
there is no place too holy for sucha fight. Those 
poopie in there are worshipers of the golden calf. 
them worship him in the sacristy. We will re- 
member our dead reiatives in the presence of the 
Holy Sacrament.” 

Tbe comments which followed on the action of 
the Vicar-General in refusing a hearing to the peo- 
pie who have friends or relatives buried in the old 
ebhurchyard were not at all flattering, and the re-

CODIFICATION OF THE LAWS.

ORGANIZING THE LAW REFORM SOCIETY—A 
3, LETTER FROM GEORGE TICKNOR CURTIS. 


* The Law Reform Society was formally or- 
ganized at a meeting held last evening in the 
chapel of the University of the City of New-York. 
In the absence of George Ticknor Curtis, who 
acted as Chairman of the first meeting, held about 
three weeks ago, George H. Yeaman presided, In 
his opening address, Mr. Yeaman said that the ob- 
ject of the meeting was to organize a Law Reform 
Society. The principal topic of interest which 
would appeal to the society in its future discus- 
sions would be, Mr. Yeaman said, the subject of 
codification of the laws, which, in his opinion, was 
one of the most important subjects with which the 
legal profession had to deal at the present time. 
Codification, the speaker said, was both prao- 
ticable and useful, and the society would ad- 


vocate this system of law reform with all 
the power at its command. Roger Foster, 
the temporary Secretary read the report of the 
previous meeting, and Morris Cooper presented a 
draft of a constitution and by-laws. The consti- 
tution, which was adopted after being subjected 
toa number of amendments, provides that the 
name of the society shall be “The Law Reform 
Society of the City of New-York;” that its object 
shall be to secure reform in the laws of the State 
and their codification, and that regular monthly 
meetings of the society shall be held on the last 
Tuesday of each month at a place to be designated 
by the Executive Committee. The annual fees 
of members are fixed at $2. The election 
of officers resulted in the choice of 
the following board to serve for the first year: 
Presiaent—Georce Ticknor Curtis; Vice-Presidents 
—George H. Yeaman, Clark Bell, Stephen W. Ful- 
lerton, D. R. Jaques, William P. Opdyke, and ex- 
Judge Charles Goepp; Secretary—Roger Foster; 
Treasurer—Morris Cooper; Executive Committee 
—Wager Swayne, John Frankenheimer, Charlies 
F. Adams, John G. Agar, Edward Seymour, J. C. 
Spencer, John Lindley, D. P. Whitney, and T. B. 
akeman. ; 
A letter was read from George Ticknor Curtis, 
reviewing the question of the necessity of a codifi- 
cation of the laws, which was received with great 
applause. Mr. Curtis conciudes his letter as fol- 
lows: 
“Let me now advert to atopic which will afford a 
Se of the value of a code such as has 
nm proposed by the Commissioners who reported in 
1865. Every one who nas practiced the law for any 
considerabie period is aware of the general principle 
that the first settlers of this country brought with 
them and meant to adopt and live under so much of 
the common law of England as was adapted to their 
situction and circumstances. The Constitution of 
New Yerk, adepted in 1846, made _ the colonial 
common law, and the colonial legislation, as they 
existed in 1775, with the resolutions of the colonial 
Congress and the State Convention, as they ex- 
ist in 1777, and whick had not expired or 
been repealed, and the statute law as it stood In 1846, 
the law of the State, subject to alteration by the Le- 
gislature. All the residue of the common law which 
might be repugnant to the new Constitution was 
abrogated. So that upon any question that is at all 
obscure or doubtful we have first to ascertain what 
was the law on the subject in 1846, as evinced by the 
sources of law referred to, then to ascertain whether 
that law bas been subsequently changed by the 
Legislature, and finally to ascertain how the courts, 
ina period of 40 years, have construed either the 
Colonial law or the subsequent iezisiation. Now, | 
will not say that any good lawyer, young or old, who 
has a proper sense of perce duty, ought to 
shrink from the labor of ascertaining for his client 
what the law is that is to govern his rights, even if he 
does have to grope his way through all these sources. 
But I do say that if the Legislature, exercising 
the authority confided to it by the Consti- 
tution, rees fit to employ a body of learned 
Commiss, ners to explore these manifold sources 
of law, and to prepare a written code that shall ex- 
press in exact and lucid terms the existing law on any 
particular subject or class of subjects, and to suggest 
such modifications as the progress of society de- 
mands, the State will do an unwise thing if it rejects 
the work in toto. For, be the differences of opinion 
on particular provisions or texts what they may, 
there can be no doubt of the utility. apart from the 
idea of making a labor-saving machine, in having a 
specific and certain text as the rule of decision, 
instead of leaving the Judge to extract from 
conflicting decisions or obscure sources the 
rule that he will apply to the case in hand. I am 
well enough aware that a court may misconstrue a 
book, and that human language must necessarily be 
inadequate to the comprehension in an exact text of 
all possiblecases. But l have had experience enough 
in litigation and in the action of courts to satisfy me 
that one-half of all the delay and expense caused by 
the necessity for resorting to an appellate tribunal 
arises from the probable error on the part of the trial 
Judge to ascertain and rightly apply the proper rule 
of decision. The danger of thie can never be wholly 
avolded, but it can be greatly diminished by a code, 
—- all proper care has been taken in ita prepara. 
n.”’

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ARSON IN A BUARDING-HOUSEZ. 


A LODGER ARRESTED FOR THEFT AND 8ET- 
TING FIRE TO THE HOUSE. 

A fire occurred between 5 and 6 o’clock on 
the morning of New Year’s Day in the boarding- 
house of Mrs. Margaret Serrien, No. 312 West 
Twenty-fifth-street. The flames originated in the 
hall in the attic of the house in front of the door of 
a bedroom occupied by Henry Clayton and John 
Taylor. They extended into the bedroom and 
burned the carpet, bedding, and mattress on Clay- 


ton’s bed. After the flames had been extinguished 
by the poarders in the house Clayton came rush- 
ing up stairs, fully dressed, from the lower 
ortion of the house, crying out that his trunk had 
m broken open and $37 and some clothes had 
been stolen from it. Taylor, his room-mate, then 
made the discovery that a watch and ebainand 
nearly the whole of his wardrobe had been carried 
off. It was also discovered that the fire had been 
kindled by an incendiary. What was left of the 
carpet in the hall had been saturated with kero- 
sene, and in front of the door was the half-con- 
sumed end of acaudle which had been placed on 
the floor and allowed to burn down until it ignited 
the carpet. The lower panels of the bedroom door 
were scorched and blackened, and the fire had fol- 
lowed the trail of kerosene oil into the bedroom 
used by Taylor and Ciayton. A trail of grease 
spots, which had evidently dropped from a candle, 
was followed across the room until it stopped in 
front of the bed occupied by Taylor. 

During the excitement incident upon the fire and 
the announcement made by Clayton that he had 
been robbed, Mrs. Serrien noticed that in turning 
over the articies in his trunk Clayton exposed a 
roll of carpet, which was recognized by the land- 
lady as her property, which had mysteriously dis- 
appeared a few weeks before. This aroused 

rs. Serrien’s suspicions, and an_ investiga- 
tion resulted in the arrest of Clayton 
on Tuesday night, on a charge of arson 
and theft. The prisoner, who isa native of Scot- 
land, 45 years of age, was brought before Justice 
Bixby, at the Jefferson Market Police Court, yester- 
day. Mrs. Serrien testified that Clayton, when the 
fire occurred, owed her $30. She described how 
the carpet had been saturated with oil and set 
afire, aud testified to the finding of a bottle con- 
taining kerosene oil under the lounge in the room 
occupied by the prisoner. John Taylor, Clayton's 
room-mate, testified that he went to bed at about 
11 o’clock on Sunday night. Clayton was in the 
room at the time, and he asked bim whether 
he was going to bed. Clayton replied in the 
negative, aud said that he was going out to 
seo “the old year out and the new 
year in.” Some time afterward he was awakened 
by Clayton puttiug his hand under bis pillow. 
where his watch and chain were. Taylor asked 
him what he was doing, and Clayton replied that 
he wanted to see the time. Taylor asked him 
what time it was, and he replied “4 o'clock.” 
Taylor, who noticed that Clayton bad a small piece 
of lighted candle in bis hand, soon fell asleep 
again, and was roused by the fire. After the fire 
had been extinguished he found that he had been 
robbed. After Clayton’s arrest a room which he 
occupied in West Forty-eighth-street was searched, 
and a memorandum book belonging to Taylor was 
found there. The examination in the case will be 
continued to-day.

A PASTOR'S RESIGNATION. 

A meeting of members of the congregation 
of the Washington Heights Presbyterian Church, 
at Tenth-avenue and One Hundred and Fifty-fifih- 
street, was held last night for the purpose of aet- 
ing upon the resignation of the Rev. Charles A. 


Stoddard, D. D., who for more than 23 years has 
been Pastor of that church. The lecture-room 
was well filled, and when it beeame known that 
Dr. Stoddard’s resignation had been considered by 
the Session of the church and reluctantly aecepted 
on the ground of his failing health, there was a 
very general expression of regret and sympathy. 
The meeting was presided over by Dr. Peet. Mr. 
William A. Wheelock, Clerk of the Session, read a 
brief minute of the action of that body in relation 
to the Pastor’s resignation, and a few remarks 
were made by the Rey. Dr. Stoddard. He alluded 
feelingly to his long and pleasant connection 
with the church, stating that since he became its 
Pastor, in 1859,‘its prosperity and bis own content- 
ment had been uninterrupted. Ten years ago, 
when called to responsible editorial duties on 
the New-York Odserver, be endeavored to resign 
his pastoral office, but in obedience to the 
wishes of his congregation he consented 
te an arrangement whereby be was to perform the 
dual labors of a minister and an editor. Such 
labors, however, had proved too much for him, as 
his failing health could testify, and, upon the 
urgent admonition of his physician, he had made 
up his mind to leave the puipit. While ne deeply 
regretted the necessity forso disagreeable a step, 
be felt that it was a duty he owed, not only to him- 
self, but tothe Church. His resignation, he said, 
would take effect on the second Sunday of this 
month. Brief remarks were made by several 
members of the congregation, and many of the 
ladies and gentlemen were visibly affected. The 
feeling of love for their Pastor, and ef sorrow at 
parting from him, seemed to be unanimous. The 
necessary application tothe Presbytery cf New-

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OFFICER DELANEY EXONERATED. 
Coroner Levy yesterday finished the inquest 
in the case of Patrick McGowan, the bar-tender 
whe was shot and killed by Policeman John De- 
laney, in Hester-street, on Tuesday.

James Nolan, 
the Danbury farmer, on whose complaint Officer 
Delaney had goue to the saloon to arrest the bar- 
keeper, was the first witreas. Hetold how he had 
been swindled in the saloon on Saturday and re- 
turned to the piace with Delaney on Tuesday. His 
account of the shooting of McGowan was substan- 
tially the same as that published yesterday. Albert 
H. Kessier, who was with Delaney and Nolan, 
agreed with Nolan’s story. James Cooney, one of 
the bar-tenders, swore that he took no part in the 
struggle on the sidewalk, and John Murphy, who 
drove the coach in which McGowan tried to 
escape with Tillie Cavanagh, his mistress, 
declared positively that he saw Ceoney 
pull the officer away from McGowan 
60 that the latter had a chance to spring into the 
coach. ‘ihomas Cummisky and John O'Brien told 
what they knew of the shooting, and the woman 
Tillie Cavanagh testified that she saw Delaney and 
McGowan have revolvers in their bands. Police 
Captain Petty testified as to the bringing of Mc- 
Gowan and Delaney to the station-bouse, and then 
the deputy Coroner read tothe jury the results of 
the autopsy. Coroner Levy cbarged the jury 
strongly in favor of Officer Delaney, saying he had 
no doubt the killing was justifiable.

A RAILROADSUED FOR HEAVY DAMAGES. 

The trial of the suit brought by the Admin- 
istrator of the estate of Cephas M. Woodruff, of 
Newark, against Henry L. Little, Receiver of the 
New-Jersey Central Railroad, to recover damages 
consequent upon the killing of Mr. Woodruff in the. 
Parker's Creek disaster last Summer, was begun 
before a struck jury in Judge Depue's court, in 
Newark, yesterday. Henry C. Pitney, John R. 
Emory. and Finley A. Johnson appeared for the 
plaintiff. The railroad company was represented 
by ex-Chancellor Benjamin Williamson, ex-Senator 
Jobn W. Taylor, and Oscar Keene. Mr. Pitney, in 
opening the case, said that Mr. Woodruff bought 
a ticket on the New-York and Long Branch 
Railroad for Newark on the morning of 
Thursday, June 29, and that the train was pitched 
into the creek. The track belonged to the New- 
York and Long Branch Railroad; the cars to the 
New-Jersey Central. The Central Railroad really 
built the Long Branch Railroad and had a partial 
lease of it, and was liable as to the question of 
damages. Mr. Pitney said they are laid in the bill 
at $100,000. Mr. Woodruff’s net income had been 
$6,000 per year and the plaintiffs claim that the 
loss to his children, who are the real parties in in- 
terest in the pending suit, is $6,v00 per year for the 
average term of the expectancy of his life. whieh 
amounts to at least $75,000. The trial will consume 
several days.
